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and the publication of a book reviewing the 

work of this department by the Director 
General of the Ordnance Survey is a reminder that the 
tribute can hardly be too warm, and showing us, per- 
haps, that there is still more for which we should be 
grateful than we have previously realised. Every 
surveyor knows how many days in the field he is saved, 
year by year, by having at his hand a basis so reliable 
as this department has furnished. Every local author- 
ity and many Government departments are also in 
possession of records which could only have been com- 
pleted at great local expense but for the availability 
of the Ordnance Survey. So does the value of this 
work extend its benefit downwards to the smallest 
ratepayer. Yet very little thought is paid to the 
administration which has made this great work possible. 

The Field Survey Battalions, R.E., upon whose hands 
the work upon the Ordnance Survey devolves, are 
military units, doubtless originated from the artillery 
connection which a service name implies. This military 
character was well to the fore through the war, when 
for over four years the department was at work in 
France preparing maps covering the entire military 
area.. During the whole of this period the Ordnance 
Survey of this country was at a standstill, and the 
interruption is still felt by those to whom the existence 
of reliable maps is important. The maps of the war 
area themselves were a magnificent achievement in 
intensive technical work. Upon these maps depended 
not only. the finding of the way from place to place, 
but the direction of accurate fire upon targets hidden 
far behind the enemy’s lines. For short terms during 
an advance in early months of the war the British 
Army depended upon the existing local maps, which 
proved extremely unreliable, but still more intensive 
work helped to produce the complete map of the area 
by the time of the Armistice. Those who had to work 
in France upon the basis of these maps are loud in 
their praise of their accuracy and careful detail, 
and this can perhaps emphasise more fully the value 
and reliability of the Ordnance maps of the British 
Isles, prepared in times of peace. The enemy in this 
exercise of the department has been more often the 
home politician than any one of declared hostility, and 
at many periods the department has had to fight for 
its existence in the useful work it has been carrying 
through. 

The book we have before us* gives an interesting 
survey of the history of the map of England, set down 
in an agreeable form, which makes very pleasant reading. 
If we may criticise the general plan of the book, we 
would have asked for a little more consistency in the 
setting down of chronological dates, which in the 
form given are often difficult to trace and adapt to 
the particular period in question. We also wonder 
whether it has ever been considered worth while to 
produce duplicate sets of maps in overlapping form 
to obviate that frequent occurrence of two or more 
maps being required to plot the surroundings of one 
small house situated on the margin of one. Such an 
innovation would be very welcome to architects and 
surveyors, whose concern it is to keep down office 
expenses and overhead petty costs to their lowest 
limit. 

Very interesting information is given in connection 
with the use of aerial photos to supplement the details 
of a map in an expeditious way. During the war

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this method did receive some tentative trial, par- 
ticularly over enemy country, but as we understand the 
text, the method has not been adopted by the depart- 
ment as one might have expected. The department 
is; in fact, awaiting developments rather than definitely 
rejecting the method. But it does certainly em- 
phasise the accuracy of the Ordnance Survey when some 
of the declared objections to aerial survey are set 
down. We find that it is a matter of concern to the 
official surveyors that the aerial photograph of a house 
is a roof plan bounded by the eaves of a house and not 
by its walls. Also that appreciable inaccuracies creep 
in with the aerial survey upon steeply sloping country, - 
where distances on plan are exaggerated except im- 
mediately under the camera. Also we learn that the 
post and wire fence does not always appear upon a 
photograph. These and other technical objections 
seem to make it doubtful whether the aerial survey can 
ever become more than a check upon land surveying 
for the purpose of map making. 

Illustrations of the differences in reproduction at 
different periods are shown side by side. We notice 
the fully coloured style of the 1860 period with yellow 
roads and pink houses. In 1900, conventions comprise 
differences in line hatching. In the more modern 
maps we find a grey tone upon buildings, quite sufficient 
to make the maps intelligible, while adapting itself 
to the developments in reproduction. 

Here and there through the book we find interesting 
little sidelights on matters of detail. Among these 
we would mention the interesting reference to the 
1/2,500 scale. This is something more than just a 
round figure and was decided upon many years ago 
for a number of considerations. Among them is the 
interesting coincidence that an acre on such a map 
measures almost exactly one square inch, enabling many 
a short cut to be made in preliminary calculations 
and assessments of area. 

The rapid growth of building in the British Isles 
is illustrated in a very graphic way by a portion of 
the plan of Edinburgh shown at its 1914 state and 
at its 1932 state. In the first the map is almost blank, 
but in the second the whole area is covered with houses 
and estate roads laid out in the familiar housing scheme 
manner. Such a graphic illustration does much to 
emphasise the continual need for revision of the Ordnance 

Survey of Great Britain, for what is shown of this 
particular area is but typical of what is going on in 
thousands of acres surrounding our towns and cities, 

We have pleasure in congratulating the author of this 
Government publication upon producing a volume as 
full of reliable information as any of its kind, and of 
more pleasant reading than most. The taxpayer need 
not be alarmed at the cost of reproduction, which is 
obviously on sensible and economical lines. The 
book itself makes it clear that such propaganda as it 
contains in favour of the work of the Ordnance Survey 
department is necessary to overcome the jealous eye 
which the politician, in a falsely economical frame of 
mind, is liable to cast upon this public service. The 
Ordnance Survey as conducted now, and as used by 
many private citizens and civil institutions in the 
country, is a prime example of the sword beaten into 
the ploughshare. If we could be certain that military 
departments could be so readily converted to useful 
civil purposes such as this, there would be less agitation 
on the part of the pacifist. 
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NOTES 


THE distress in the archi- 
tectural profession, occa- 
sioned in large part by 
the industrial depression 
through which the country 
has been passing, has happily been 
alleviated to some extent — though 
help is still urgently needed.

THE centenary of the open- 
Birmingham ing of Birmingham’s Town 
poate Hall is to be officially 
Celebrations, Celebrated on October 4. 
The programme includes 


the unveiling of plaques inside and 
outside the building, commemorative 
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of the architect, Joseph Aloysius 
Hansom, and the builders, by the Lord 
Mayor of Birmingham in the after- 
noon, while during the evening there 
will be a celebration concert. During 
the week of the celebrations, which 
begins on the above-mentioned date, 
the Electric Supply Department will 
floodlight the Town Hall, the balcony 
of the Council House, and the tower and 
west end of St. Philip’s Cathedral 
Church. It is interesting to recall that 
the first effort to provide a civic meeting 
place for Birmingham took place as 
far back as 1827, when the Commis- 
sioners of the Birmingham Street Act 
were petitioned to “ provide a suitable 
building in which to hold public and 
town’s meetings.” At the time it was 
remarked that every town in the King- 
dom, with the solitary exception of 
Birmingham, had its town hall. Sanc- 
tion to erect a town hall was thereupon 
secured in the Town Improvement Act, 
which received the Royal assent in 
May, 1828, and the Commissioners were 
enabled to levy a special rate, not to 
exceed in any year the sum of sixpence 
in the £, to cover the purchase of the 
site and the erection of the building. 
The Commissioners then began their 
search for a suitable site, and a com- 
mittee, which had been appointed to 
consider this question, unanimously 
recommended the purchase of land in 
Bennett’s Hill, extending from Water- 
loo-street to New-street. Differences 
of opinion as to the value of the land, 
however, caused negotiations to fall 
through, and the Commissioners even- 
tually bought a site at the corner of 
Paradise-street and Congreve-street, 
where the Town Hall now stands. It 
is interesting to note that expendi- 
ture was limited to £17,000, which in 
these days seems an absurdly small sum 


for such a large building.

plans had been approved, the Com- 
missioners, apparently nervous a’ 
entrusting so important a work to sc 
young a man, first required him to seek 
the advice of another architect 0! 
acknowledged reputation, and later 
demanded that he acted as surety to 
the builders. After some hesitation 
Hansom agreed, but before the building 
was completed Hansom was made 
bankrupt, and in May, 1834, was re- 
placed by another architect. When 
the Town Hall was opened in October, 
1834, it was John Foster, of Liverpool, 
the architect who replaced Hansom a 
few months prior to the completion of 
the work, who received the congratula- 
tions and praise of the town. It is only 
after a lapse of a hundred years that 
his work is to be suitably com- 
memorated and due homage paid to 
his memory. In connection with the 
Centenary Celebrations, the Birming- 
ham Corporation have issued a well- 
illustrated commemorative booklet, 
which contains a full history of the 
Town Hall. This may be obtained from 
the Birmingham Information Bureau.

It might be thought, 
said Mr. Montgomery, that hansom 
cabs had little to do with building, but 
the promoters were wiser than they, 
perhaps, knew, for the inventor of the 
hansom cab—Joseph Aloysius Hansom 
—had invented also a much more 
permanent thing—The Builder news- 
paper, of which he was first Editor.

pression of the offending sound at its 
source. At the same time much can be 
done to alleviate discomfort by the 
acoustical insulation of rooms and 
buildings. The National Physical 
Laboratory, Teddington, has for some 
years been equipped for making 
measurements of the sound insulation 
afforded by various types of partition. 
Many measurements have been made, 
and it has been established that the 
insulation afforded by a partition of 
simple construction, such as a solid 
brick wall, is determined almost 
entirely by its weight per square foot, 
and increases with it. This point may 
be illustrated by the fact that, if a 
room is fitted with single windows, 
practically all the sound entering it 
from the street passes through the 
window panes, that passing through 
the walls being negligible. In view of | 
this disadvantage of a simple partition, 
attempts have been made to design 
composite structures which, while being 
light, will have an adequate sound in- 
sulation value. Double windows, such as 
are frequently installed in rooms facing 
a busy street, form an important 
example of such a structure, and a 
theoretical and experimental study has 
recently been made at the National 
Physical Laboratory of the sound 
insulation provided by double par- 
titions, with particular reference to 
double windows. The results of the 
investigation have been published in 
the Philosophical Magazine.

window to be formed of two sheets of 
21-oz. window glass ; if the separation 
between the sheets is one quarter of an 
inch, it will be possible for a conversa- 
tion to be carried on between two 
persons standing on opposite sides of 
the window, while increasing the separa- 
tion to six inches will render them 
inaudible to each other. It must not 
be inferred that increasing the separa- 
tion always increases the sound in- 
sulation, however, for the Laboratory 
measurements have also shown that, 
owing to a resonance effect, an increase 
of the separation at first decreases the 
sound insulation, particularly for the 
lower notes. In fact, it is easily 
possible, at these lower frequencies, 
for the sound insulation given by a 
double window to be less than that 
afforded by one of the sheets of glass 
alone. Provided, however, that the 


double window is properly designed its 
sound insulation can be even better 
than that of the wall in which it is 
built.

Plaster Board for Housing. 

The Housing Committee of Glasgow Cor- 
poration has approved of the experiment 
which is being made by the Director of 
Housing in the adoption of plaster-boards in 
place of ordinary plasterwork in about 1,000 
of the municipal houses which are at present 
under construction, The Director of Housing, 
in a report, stated that the plaster-board had 
the advantage of speed in the execution of 
the work. By accelerating the completion of 
houses, which thus qualified sooner for rent 
and for subsidy, the alternative had a revenue 
compensation which made up for additional 
cost. 


The Late W. Aubrey Thomas. 


We regret to record the death, at the age 
of 75, of Mr. Walter Aubrey Thomas, de- 
signer of many of Liverpool’s commercial 
buildings. Mr. Thomas, who was a pupil of 
Francis Doyle, created peer con- 
troversy with his design for the Liver 
Building, the foundation stone of which was 
laid in 1908. One of the first buildings of 
the sky-scraper class on the ferro-concrete 
and steel frame principle erected in England, 
the design and size were considered revo- 
lutionary. It cost £700,000 to erect. 
It presented many _ difficult problems, 
which Mr. Thomas __ successfully over- 
came. Other buildings for which he was the 
architect are Tower Buildings, Messrs. J. 
Bibby and Sons’ premises in King Edward- 
street and Great Howard-street, the State In- 
surance Building and State Café, the addition 
to the Liverpool Daily Post and Echo offices, 
and the African Oil Mills. He also practised 
largely in domestic architecture. 


The Liver Building, it may be recalled, 
was the second to be erected of the three 
great buildings on the Pier Head at Liver- 
pool, which, whatever their individual merits, 
do not make a particularly happy composition 
owing to their differences of style and contour 
and the dominance of the Liver Building. 


Gas Conference, Sheffield. 

The Rt. Hon. J. ®. Clynes, in a speech 
on September 26 to the 500 delegates attend- 
ing the 23rd annual conference of the British 
Commercial Gas Association in Sheffield, 
stated that modern gas supply had entered 


into the question of house planning and con- 
struction. The utilisation of space and the 
saving of expense in building appointments 
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for smoke conveyance and other uses had not 
only added to household convenience, but 
helped in some degree to keep down the 
rents of wage-earners’ houses. Seay change 
which brightened the home and reduced the 
task of keeping it clean had a definite family 
value. Most of the appliances which the gas 
industry put out to-day embodied new prin- 
ciples. Ten years ago neither the gas re- 
frigerator, nor the panel fire, nor the auto- 
matically controlled cooker was on the 
market. They were all new products. The 
gas industry had played a remarkable part 
in promoting the better living conditions 
which was the aim of all housing policy. 


R.1.B.A. (Archibald Dawnay) Scholarships, 
1934-1935. 


In accordance with the terms of the will of 
the late Sir Archibald Dawnay, the R.I.B.A. 
have awarded two scholarships of £50 for the 
academical year 1934-1935—one to Mr. A. M. 
Graham, of the School of Architecture, Edin- 
burgh College of Art, and the other to Mr. 
H. E. A. Scard, of the Welsh School of 
Architecture, the Technical College, Cardiff. 
Mr. J. Holt, of the Armstrong College School 
of Architecture (University of Durham), 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and Mr. J. Muskett, 
of the Liverpool School of Architecture, Uni- 
versity of Liverpool, who were awarded 
scholarships of £50 each for the academical 
year of 1933-1934, has been granted renewals 
of their scholarships for the year 1934-1935. 
The scholarships are intended to foster the 
advanced study of construction and the im- 
provement generally of constructional 
methods and materials and their influence on 
design. 


The Roads Improvement Association. 


The chairman of the Roads Improvement 
Association (Mr. Rees Jeffreys), one of the 
British delegates to the Seventh International 
Road Congress, is prolonging his stay in 
Berlin in order to study further the muni- 
cipal organisation of that city. He then pro- 
ceeds to Amsterdam to meet the representa- 
tive of the Dutch Government, on whose 
invitation the 8th Congress is to be held in 
Holland in 1938. Mr. Jeffreys is also making 
a study of the steps taken in Holland and 
the Rhine Provinces of Germany to ensure 
the safety and convenience of cyclists. He 
recently Lmneied to the L.C.C. the design 
of the new bridge over the Rhine at Cologne, 
on which separate tracks for cyclists have 
been built. He suggested that the L.C.C. 
should consider when rebuilding Chelsea 
Bridge whether cyclists should not be simi- 
larly provided with tracks separate from the 
roadway. The Roads Improvement Associa- 
tion understand that the engineering advisers 
of the L.C.C. reported adversely upon the 
suggestion on the ground of additional cost. 


Welwyn Garden City Reconstrucgfon. 


A correspondent writes :—The new Board 
of Directors of Welwyn Garden City, follow- 
ing the financial reconstruction in the early 
summer, has just been announced. Some 
months ago Mr. L. T. M. Gray resigned 
from the Board, when he was appointed 
general manager. The following have re- 
signed their directorships: Sir Francis Fre- 
mantle, M.P., Mr. Bensusan-Butt, Mr. R. B. 
Petrie, and Mr. D. F. Waddington. Sir 
Theodore Chambers, the present Chairman, 
Captain R. L. Reiss, the Vice-Chairman, and 
Sir Alexander K. Butterworth, formerl 
General Manager of the North Eastern Rail- 
way, are remaining on the Board. The sig- 
nificant change lies in the appointment of the 
two new directors, Mr. Charles Boot and Mr. 
S K. Graham. Mr. Boot, who lived at Bake- 
well, is the Chairman of Messrs. Henry 
Boot and Co., of Messrs. W, R. Humphreys, 
Ltd., building contractors, and-is associated 
with other companies concerned with build- 
ing materials and building activities He has 
won for himself a reputation as a far-sighted 
estate developer, and the advocates of garden

Dealing with the latter aspect first, I would 
like to point out that the ‘‘ new premises ”’ 
venture has already proved an onerous com- 
mitment for the profession, and one which 
has demanded not only a heavy levy on funds 
but, in addition, substantial private donations 
which still fall short of the amounts ultimately 
required. It is quite evident, therefore, that 
the profession is not in a position to spend a 
substantial capital amount annually, and it is 
quite evident, also, that ** Positive ”” entirely 
fails to understand how much is involved in 
the venture which he advocates. att 

How it is proposed to run an exhibition of 
similar scale to the Building Trades Exhibi- 
tion, or even of a quarter its size, upon the 
resources of a few thousand architects, whose 
joint capital cannot reach one hundredth part 
of that of the building trades, ‘‘ Positive ' 
does not explain. I am quite sure that it is 
far outside the bounds of possibility, even 
were there any real demand for, or belief in, 
such a venture. ; ; 

In dealing with this point, let us discuss 
its purpose, lest the big idea may breed 
a smaller idea on parallel lines. ‘‘ Positive 
professes no dislike of advertisement in the 
architectural profession. Neither have I any 
such dislike for advertisement provided it is 
effective, but I have the strongest objection 
to advertisement which is either useless or 
positively harmful. Advertisement for the 
individual implies the pushing of individual 
wares at the expense of those of professional 
colleagues. It seems to me that an exhibition, 
however. much it is promoted by the whole 
profession, must become to a very great ex- 
tent individual in its appeal. The exhibitors 
must aim to draw the greatest crowds to the 
particular individual “stalls.” This I think 
is objectionable in itself and unlikely to bene- 
fit the profession at large, as ‘‘ Positive ’’ de- 
sires. 

‘‘ Positive’’ professes to aim at an 
‘expansion of markets’? to admit those 
competent architects who are in danger of 
being squeezed out under the existing limited 
conditions. Surely the exhibition is more 
likely to add to the practices of those who are 
already most active and can exhibit the 
greatest bulk of evidence. These fortunate 
few can surely look after themselves and nced 
no corporate movement to assist them. But, 
generally, advertisement of any art is bound 
to be futile, because it is a declaration of 
merit by those least competent to make it. 
It is only the public who can really ‘‘ boost ”’ 
the work of the architect, and it is only by 
educating the public in the qualities upon 
which architecture must be judged that this 
fillip to architectural practice can be brought 
about. I am, therefore, of opinion that the 
movements already on foot in this direction 
are on the right lines, and, with effort in a 
similar direction, can ultimately be made en- 
tirely adequate. I therefore oppose the 
motion very strongly. NEGATIVE.

A Bureau of Building Statistics. 


Srr,—I greatly approve of your Editorial 
in the ‘cos of The Builder of September 7 
calling for the establishment of a Bureau of 
Building Statistics. : 

It is obvious that if there is ever to be 
consistent planning in the building industry 
the most precise information in regard to its 
capacity, plant and machinery, materials, 
resources and services is necessary. 

If order is ever to be evolved out of the 
present chaos, then a constant picture of the 
industry in statistics and in other forms of 
factual presentation is required. The figures 
given in the Ministry of Labour Gazette, 
while of great value, are inadequate for 
effective purposes. The information casually 
provided from other sources does little to _ 
and entails an amount of labour and resear: 
utterly impossible on the part of those who 
need this information for immediate daily 
practical use. 

What are the present resources of the 
building industry? Who can tell? What 
are the numbers of bricks being Fagen in 
this country, for instance, and the numbers 
being imported from abroad? What is the 
par ome, oat capacity of the brickyards of 
Britain, in relation to the demands being 
made, and likely to be made, for bricks? 
What stocks of other materials are available 
for builders and the public authorities to 
draw upon to meet the needs of the building 
programmes now adopted or contemplated? 
Is work not likely to be held up through 
lack of this, that, or the other material, 
entailing unemployment and loss of both 
time and money? What operative personnel 
is available relative to the demands now 
being made on the industry? No really 
practical measures can be adopted to 
augment the labour supply, if such is called 
for, unless there is a true basis of informa- 
tion on which to proceed. Then what are 
the material implications of all the building 
jobs now started, little and big, and of the 
jobs on order; and of the schemes—slum 
clearance, housing, public works, etc., etc.— 
which are being pressed for in the different 
localities up and down the’ country? It is 
all a maze. It is all so haphazard and 
casual, 

Builders must now proceed as though in 
a jungle, hoping that their necessities in 
regard to materials, labour, transport, and 
so on, will be met somehow or the other. 

In present circumstances each and every 
builder requires a man to watch the markets, 
to one information, and, by hook or by 
crook, to exercise a lien on each of the 
various sources of supply. How unsatisfac- 
tory is such a state of affairs has only to be 
considered for a moment to be realised. 

Clearly the first essential, to introduce 
something like intelligence and order into 
this chaos, is to establish some agency which 
will systematically gather together, tabulate 
and analyse all the requisite information and 
then disseminate it to those responsible for 
the carrying on of the work of the industry. 
Accurate information is the necessary basis 
to all intelligent action. Such information 
1s specially vital in an industry so many- 
sided, so involved, so complex, as the build- 
ing industry. Most assuredly a Bureau of 
Statistics for the building industry is of 
imperative importance. 

Not until we have a continuous living 
survey and record of the building industry 
will it be possible to formulate programmes 
which can be practically achieved with the 
greatest success, or to obtain the maximum 
services which the industry can render for 
the common good.

Sir.—I read with the greatest interest 
your leading article of the 7th inst, suggest- 
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ing the formation of a Bureau of Building 
Statistics. 

It seems to me that the benefits which 
might. be derived from such a Bureau, par- 
—. in respect of forward estimates, 
would very considerable, not merely to 
the trade, but to the country. 

If manufacturers were in a_ position 
accurately to assess the demand upon their 
productive capacity for some reasonable 

riod ahead, a great steadying influence in 
abour conditions should follow, in addition 
to which the manufacturers could undertake 
a production programme which should enable 
them to manufacture and market their pro- 
ducts at prices lower than those which are 
necessary as a result of spasmodic demands 
upon their production plant. 

With this steadying influence on labour 
conditions and prices, building contractors, 
as a result of lower prices for materials, 
would be able to proceed with more 
confidence. 

It will be seen, therefore, that manufac- 
turers would be willing to smooth out their 
—- programmes by manufacturing 
or stock if necessary ; employment with these 
stable conditions would increase as a result; 
and the public would benefit by lower build- 
ing costs. 

I feel that there is a very strong argument 
in favour of the early formation of such a 
Bureau, and that the results from its forma- 
tion would —_ justify any efforts which 
may be expended upon bringing it about.

Historic Structures and Architectural 
Education. 


Srr,—Many of the historic structures and 
ancient monuments in this country deemed to 
be of national interest have passed, by Act 
of Parliament, under the care of the Commis- 
sioners of Works, who have now become re- 
sponsible for their maintenance (repair, resto- 
ration, etc.), which they carry out either 
directly or through others acting under their 
advice. But there is a great deal of this work 
on which the architectural schools of the 
country might be employed under the super- 
vision of the Commissioners, the work taking 
a place in the student’s advanced or post- 
graduate course. By this means the latter 
would be brought into close touch with 
numerous actual examples of the related arts 
of architecture and building, etc., which are 
not only of the greatest variety, but are 
representative of these arts as practised over 
very many centuries. 

Again, when occupied on this work of 
preservation the student, with these examples 
before him, would be in a position to receive 
instruction, direct or indirect, from those 
best equipped to give it, since it is clear that 
the repair of structures of such variety and 
covering so long a period of architectural 
history must be directed by those having 
considerable scholarly knowledge of the sub- 
jects concerned. Decisions on the methods to 
be adopted in carrying out repairs and reno- 
vations generally involve a more searching 
test of knowledge than occurs in the case of 
practice on new construction; hence many 
authorities on technical education consider 
that some part of a student’s training should 
bring him in touch with work of this kind. 
Opportunities for making measured drawings 
of ancient structures are of special service to 
the architectural student; not only iis this 
the most instructive method of studying these 
monuments, but the drawings sometimes 
throw new light on architectural history. It 
happens that it is also very desirable to have 
measured drawings in the case of any struc- 
ture scheduled for preservation, since they 
are especially useful when repairs have to be 
undertaken. 

All the above would provide invaluable 
training, to which must be added the practi- 
cal experience the student would gain when 
taking part under syitable direction in the 
actual manual work Some difficulty of 
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access might perhaps arise in the case of 
certain isolated structures far removed from 
any populous district, but, at any rate, there 
are numerous structures already scheduled for 
preservation which are within easy reach of 
the architectural schools.

Auctioneers’ Licences and Professional Code 
of Conduct. 

In the course of a letter on this subject, 

sae A. H. Sockett, general secretary of the 
National Association of Auctioneers, House 
Agents, Rating Surveyors and Valuers, writes 
as follows :— 
_ “ A big propaganda campaign has been, and 
is being, carried on all over the country by 
certain organisations of auctioneers, surveyors 
and estate agents, or by some of their mem- 
bers or agents, with reference to (i.) a joint 
code of professional conduct; (ii.) advantages 
accruing to the public by consulting ‘ quali- 
fied ’ or particular practitioners; and (iii.) the 
licensing laws affecting auctioneers, estate 
agents and valuers... . 

“This Association (which incidentally was 
not invited to participate in any ‘ joint’ dis- 
cussion on a ‘ general’ code of conduct) de- 
sires primarily to protect the public from 
malpractice or default, and we do not think 
the ‘ joint’ code is effective for this purpose. 
Had we been invited to discuss the drafting 
of a code, we should have put forward the 
two cardinal principles referred to in the next 
or 

_‘“ We are struggling for a system of re- 
a incorporating provisions (a) estab- 
ishing a fidelity guarantee fund, by means of 
contributions from practitioners, as protection 
to the public from any malpractice or default ; 
and (0) compelling the keeping of separate 
banking accounts in respect of clients’ moneys. 
Item (6) should follow the sane and healthy 
provisions of the Solicitors Act, 1933, so abl 
drafted by the Law Society and recently fol- 
lowed up by the issue of rules on the subject. 
No code of conduct, no alteration of the 
licensing laws, and no system of registration 
can possibly protect the public if Pot is a 
failure to cover points (a) and (b). 

““The public can assist by writing to all 
local members of Parliament demanding a 
Home Office Inquiry that will embrace con- 
sideration ped ges (a) and (0). . Auctioneers, 
surveyors and estate agents are, in the course 
of their duties, entrusted with the possessio 
of large sums of money by the public, in 
whose interests we desire to secure an altera- 
tion of the present law which allows anybody 
{without proof of experience, education, good 
faith, financial status or anything else) to 
obtain licences.” 


A Grecian Contract. 

It is understood that Messrs. Henry Boot 
and Sons, Ltd., public works contractors, of 
Sheffield, have been invited by the Govern- 
ment of Greece to construct the flood pro- 
tection works of Kephinos, in Boeotia. <A 
considerable quantity of English machinery, 
it is stated, will be required for excavation 
and other purposes. There will be extensive 
irrigation work to be done, and canals to be 
cut. The work will take two years to com- 
plete. 


The Sir John Cass Institute. 

The Earl of Athlone, Chancellor of the 
University of London, is to open the new 
wing of the Sir John Cass Technical Insti- 
tute, Jewry-street, Aldgate, on October 10. 
The extension of the Institute building was 
made possible when the governin y ac- 
quiredfrom the Corporation of London the 
long lease of 2,000 years of adjoining proper- 
ties. The new site measures approximately 
5,000 square feet, and has allowed the front- 
age of the Institute to be extended by about 
75 ft. The new wing, designed by Mr. Verner 
O. Rees, F.R.I.B.A., comprises a large hall 
(with stage), a refectory and kitchen, a staff 
common room, three large art-rooms, and 
additional laboratories and lecture-rooms for 
metallurgy, physics, organic and bio- 
chemistry.

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AN ARCHITECTURAL 
CENTENARY 


BIRMINGHAM TOWN HALL. 


We refer in our Notes this week to the 
forthcoming centenary of Birmingham Town 
Hall, the architect of which was Joseph 
Aloysius Hansom, the inventor of the Han- 
som cab and founder and first editor of The 
Builder. In connection with this event, 
which is to be appropriately celebrated in 
Birmingham on October 4, the General Pur- 
poses Committee of the Birmingham Cor- 
poration have issued an extremely interest- 
ing booklet containing an account of the ex- 
traordinary growth of the city and its indus- 
tries from the middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury through the period of the Industrial 
Revolution; reference to many of its older 
buildings, several of which are illustrated 
from contemporary prints; and a very full 
account of the events that led up to and 
followed the building of the Town Hall. 

In response to an advertisement which ap- 
peared in 7’he Times on Thursday, December 
16, 1830, between sixty and seventy archi- 
tects sent in designs, among them being 
Charles (afterwards Sir Charles) Barry, 
Samuel. Beazley, Francis Goodwin (architect 
of the old Manchester Town Hall), Thomas 
Rickman and Joseph Aloysius Hansom. 

At that time, writes Mr. Benjamin 
Walker, Hansom was a young man of 
twenty-seven, the son of a carpenter of York, 
and although he had a good deal of work 
on hand in Anglesey as well as in Yorkshire 
and Lancashire, he determined to submit a 
design. The competing architects were re- 
quired to send in their drawings to the 
Clerks of the Commissioners on February 1, 
yet Hansom delayed applying for the par- 
ticulars until Saturday, January 22, and it 
was not until the following Wednesday that 
he began seriously to work upon his draw- 
ings. He thus had no more than four days 
in. which to prepare his design, and in that 
time he was only able to finish the geometri- 
cal drawings—the perspective drawing which 
he sent in being little more than a rough 
sketch set up on the back of an old plan. 
Nevertheless, he was one of the three com- 
petitors selected to send in another set of 
drawings, and when the final, choice was 
made his design was placed first, fifty-four 
of the Commissioners voting in its favour and 
only three against it. 

And now Hansom’s troubles began. In the 
first place the Commissioners, nervous per- 
haps about entrusting so important a work to 
so young a man, required him to submit his

design to some architect of acknowledged re- 
putation. Hansom therefore went to London 
and.consulted Sir John Soane, who advised 
that another example of the Corinthian 
Order, namely, that of the Temple of Vesta 
at Tivoli, should be adopted in preference to 
the one Hansom had chosen—the Temple of 
Jupiter Stator at Rome. ‘This necessitated 
the preparation of an entirely new set of 
drawings, which Hansom forthwith made and 
submitted to the Commissioners, but even 
yet they were not satisfied, and before pro- 
ceeding with the work they decided to ask 
the opinion of John Foster, of Liverpool. 
Foster retained the drawings for some

weeks, and then returned them with the re- 
commendation that the lead on the roof 
should be reduced from 8 lb. to 6 lb. per foot 
superficial, that the walls should be strength- 
ened, and that the Corinthian Order of the 
Temple of Jupiter Stator, originally adopted 
by Hansom, but discarded on Soane’s advice, 
should be reinstated. With these alterations 
the Commissioners concurred, Hansom was 
instructed to prepare the working drawings, 
and in January, 1832, the tender of Messrs. 
Thomas and Kendall was accepted, the 
amount of the contract being £16,648. As 
the total expenditure was limited by the 
Commissioners to £17,000, it will be seen that 
very little remained for contingencies and the 
remuneration of the architect. 

And now another difficulty arose. For 
some reason the sureties offered by the con- 
tractors were not considered satisfactory by 
the Commissioners, who required that Han- 
som and his partner Welch should themselves 
accept the responsibility of completing the 
work. To this, after some hesitation, Hansom 
very unwisely agreed, and as a result the 
whole burden of the work came upon his 
shoulders. It was he who negotiated and 
agreed for a brickyard at Selly Oak and 
arranged for the delivery of the bricks to the 
works. It was he who selected and bought 
the timber. It was he who arranged for the 
quarrying of the stone in Anglesey and for 
its transport eighty miles by sea and oné 
hundred miles by canal. It was he who not 
only designed the roof principals but also 
devised the means of raising them to their 
place on the top of the walls. It was he who 
had the clay from the deep foundations re- 
served and about 200,000 bricks made from 
it and burnt within the building, ‘‘ which,” 
says he, “‘was a great advantage in the 
winter, for the heat of the kilns not only 
dried the walls, but gave quite another tem- 
perature on the scaffolds while the men were 
at work, and they had the. warm and dry 
bricks to use.’’ It was he who designed the 
scaffolding for the ceiling in such an ingenious 
manner that the brick-kilns and workshops 
beneath were not interfered with. And in 
the end, when it was found that the agreed 
sum was quite insufficierit to pay for the -work, 
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Hansom was replaced by another architect, 
and he and his partner and the builders were 
made bankrupts. 

‘‘ Bankruptcy,’’ wrote Hansom, ‘‘ has been 
fixed as the price of my adventure—a per- 
‘petual penance is enjoined upon me, and a 
tribute of £90 per annum, or £1;300 down, as 
part payment of my absolution. My house- 
hold goods are gone—my children and my 
wife have no home to call their own—no bed 
to lie on—no privilege of a house to shelter 
them.” 

This unhappy ending to a great under- 
taking does little credit to Birmingham’s 
City forefathers, whose successors are to-day, 
however, making a handsome acknowledg- 
ment of the debt that the City owes to the 
architect who was so badly treated a century 


ago. 
NOISE* 
By MANNING ROBERTSON 


\lucn excellent propaganda has been issued 
with a view to the elimination or reduction 
of noise, and as a result a great deal has been 
accomplished to relieve us of this modern 
pligue. It is therefore alarming to read Re- 
port No, 65 of the Industrial Health Research 
Board, which would apfear to show, by scientific 
experiment, that noise is virtually harmless 
If | am designing a reinforced concrete beam 
and find that, for a 10 ft. span, it must 
be 2 in. thick, I conclude that I have 
failed somewhere in my calculations. In the 
same way there must be something amiss 
with scientific experiments that lead to the 
above astonishing conclusion. An under- 
graduate can build 120 houses of cards in 
8 hours. We then tune in with Daventry 
and Paris simultaneously, start a steam saw 
in his room and ask him to try again. We 
find that he builds 125 houses in 8 hours. 
Is this an argument to show that noise is 
beneficial and that all undergraduates ought 
to work under these conditions? Of course, 
this is crude compared with the elaborate 
experiments that were actually carried out, 
but they seem to suffer from the same funda- 
mental defects. 

Another difficulty arises from the meaning 
of the word “ noise.”” The Report mentions 
“loud and soft gramophones.’”? I remember 
a hurdy-gurdy man placing himself under my 
office window. He played ‘‘ Abide with Me,” 
“ Killarney,’’ and something else, in rotation, 
for half an hour. At first, I and 
the other inmates of the building 
put up with it; we looked forward 
to its cessation. But when he showed no 
signs of going after an hour, I found further 
work impossible; a typing office below com- 
plained that the typists were inditing nonsense 
about the eventide and heaven’s reflex. An 
indignation meeting was held in the building, 
which comprised four offices; as ratepayers 
we complained to the police, and the man was 
rane Here was a—scientifically speaking 
—small noise holding up the work of a whole 
building, where the loud noise of a thunder- 
storm would have had no such effect. Other 
kinds of noises, such as the waves of the sea 
vr distant music, might even stimulate the 
worker. 

The Report includes the following authori- 
tative statements :— 

** (1) Motor tasks are relatively easily 
automatised, and any automatic perform- 
ance is relatively freed from control by 
objective circumstances. 

(2) . . . It is possible that the afferent 
impulses of muscular innervation themselves 
somehow alter the functional significance 
if other coincident afferent processes. . . .” 
So many things are possible, but I am not 

at all convinced that profound reflections such 
as these would help us to put up with the 
hurdy-gurdy or the pneumatic drill. 

The trouble with the scientist is that he 
imust tabulate with rules and clocks, and 
the human mind is not amenable to this 
discipline. Just as we ought to have some 
idea of the depth of our beam and not 
accept our colocation if they say it should 
he two inches or five feet thick, so in ap- 
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roaching such a problem as this we can 
on at the end. We know perfectly well 
that noise is undesirable, and it follows that 
any experiments that show that it is not 
have left something out of account. The 
main fallacies in these scientific tests appear 
to be twofold : first, tests are useless when 
‘the subject ’’ knows that he is a subject 
being tested. To obtain a true test of out- 
put with and without noise, we should have 
to take a group of workers whose normal 
output was known, and run a_ pneumatic 
drill for a month under the window. Tests 
under conditions where a test is even sus- 
ected bring in a host of causes of error. 
Rosendiy, it cannot be admitted that output 
is a true test of whether noise is harmful 
or not. In the Report there is a homely 
reference to Subject L, who said, after a 
noiseless spell as a weaver, ‘‘ My mother has 
noticed that I have been better in temper.”’ 
This suggests that we should approach the 
wives and families of subjects rather than 
attach undue importance to output. Little 
Willie’s testimony, ‘‘I have only been 
spanked twice during the past month,’’ is 
a more human document than a sheet show- 
ing the number of buttons turned out by 
the subject during that period. Nature did 
not design us to be subjected to continual 
din and clatter, and if scientific probing 
seems to show that by a process of adapta- 
tion we can, most of us, become accustomed 
to them, then that adaptation must be paid 
for, and it would be a very serious matter 
indeed if we were led to suppose that noise 
does not matter or to relax our efforts to- 
wards its mitigation. 

This is not in the least intended ‘to be- 
little all the work and patience that have 
gone towards building up a Report that, 
academically, is of great interest, but I sug- 
gest that the results only indicate that 
science has not discovered where the harm- 
ful effect of noise lies. Indeed, the only 
practical benefit that could accrue from 
finding this out would be that it might help 
to reinforce the campai against noise. 
One of the conclusions embodied in the Re- 
port is that ‘‘ it must not be assumed that 
irritation or annoyance produced by noise 
necessarily means less efficient perform- 
ance.”’ Quite so; our imaginary under- 
graduate would be a kinder and a nobler 
man building his 120 houses of cards in 
ag: rather than his 125 under the stimu- 
us of vexation. Inasmuch as one of our 
principal aims is to achieve ‘peace and 
quiet, a scientific inquiry into the subject 
ought to be entitled ‘“‘ The Effects of Noise 
upon Peace and Quiet,’’ and this would be 
as easy to write as the historic chapter on 
‘** Snakes in Iceland.” 


“FLAT ROOF” 
ARCHITECTURE 


THE question of esthetics in house design 
is once again in evidence as the result of the 
submission of plans for a house at Chipper- 
field, Herts, by Mr. E. Maxwell Fry, 
A.R.I.B.A., to the Watford Rural District 
Council. 

The Council do not question the compliance 
of the design with their by-laws in respect 
to construction, but they have insisted upon 
the replacement by a pitched tile roof of the 
flat roof provided for in the original design. 
It is understood that the Council are acting 
on powers conferred upon them by the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1932. No ques- 
tion of Architectural Pinals is involved. 

Discussion took place at the meeting of 
Watford Rural District Council on September 
12 on the design of the house, and models 
were inspected by the members. It was 
eventually agreed that the house should not 
have a flat roof, and a parapet should be 
included, the Council’s objections to the pro- 
posed plan being on the ground that it would 
not be in conformity with the rural surround- 
ings of the house. 

‘he plan was first before the Council on 
August 1, when it was agreed to consult 
Hemel Hempstead Rural District Council, 
the adjoining enya 5 

At meeting on September 12 the Sur- 
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veyor reported that Hemel Hempstead Rural 
District Council considered that the appear 
ance would be very much improved if a tiled 
roof were substituted for the proposed flat 
roof, when they would have no objection to 
the building. He produced a model of the 
house and photographs supplied by the owner, 
Mr. Butler. 

It was stated that Mr. W. R. Davidge, 
F.R.LB.A., F.S.1., the Council’s town plan 
ning consultant, wrote that in view of the 
old-world character of the situation it was 
important that any house erected should be 
in harmony with the surroundings, and a 
tiled roof would, he considered, be better. 

Mr. Flint (a member of the Council) said 


they had got to give a decision, and he was 
not so sure that a flat roof with a parapet 
wall would not be more in keeping than a 


large ugly tiled roof. 

Mr. Butler, the owner, and Mr. E. Max- 
well Fry, who were in attendance, were in- 
vited into the Council room, and another 
model of the house, with a flat roof, was pro- 
duced, the other model showing a slightly 
pitched roof. Mr. Fry said that the building 
would be of reinforced concrete which allowed 
them to make full use of the cheap electricity 
they provided in Watford, and also allowed 
big windows. Once they used concrete they 
must use it throughout. To put a pitched 
roof on this house meant that they would 
destroy the whole system of construction, and 
they would have to pay another £100 to put 
a pitched roof on. Heating was by the dec. 
tric tubular method, and there was only one 
chimney shaft. 

Replying to Mr. Lee, Mr. Fry said that 
it was not intended for a sun roof. 

After the retirement of Mr. Butler and Mr. 
Fry, the Chairman said that the main thing 
was whether the Council wanted a concrete 
house at Chipperfield Common. 

Mr. Flint: I do not think that we are 
justified in asking that this should be in 
brick. When it is finished you would not 
know whether it was in brick or concrete, 
because it will have the appearance of rough- 
cast, but I think we should ask for an 
antique tiled roof or battlements or buttment 
or a parapet wall. 

Mr. Lee urged that they should not insist 
on an unsuitable roof. If the view shown on 
the gee produced was the only view people 
would get, he would say there were many 
old houses with a far uglier view than that. 
Modern building construction must come. 
They were putting their standard in the early 
19th century. 

It was agreed to approve the concrete con- 
struction of, the house. 

With regard to the roof, Mr. Slade asked 
why there should be a tiled roof. He pre- 
ferred the flat roof design to the other, which 
looked like a factory. If they had battle- 
ments, what was the idea of the pitched roof 
inside? 

It was agreed to consult Mr. Fry and Mr. 
Butler once more, and when they re-entered 
Mr. Flint explained the position, and invited 
a enenetnes as to the best form of pitched 
voor. 

Mr. Fry : If Mr. Butler had wanted a roof 
it would have influenced the whole design. 
The imposition of a new feature very late in 
the design often cannot be dealt with at all 
if the thing is to be satisfactory. If I, as a 
member of the R.I.B.A. Council, wanted to 
show this to my colleagues, with a roof, I 


should be obliged to say, ‘‘ This is not 
entirely my design, but partly that of the 
Watford Rural Council.’”” Neither Mr. 


Butler nor I want a roof if it can be possibly 
avoided. I honestly believe that when it is 
up public opinion would endorse it, and in 
ten years’ time it would be so common a 
feature that no questions would be asked at 
all. If the Council insisted and asked me 
what sort of a roof, I should say a very low- 
pitched roof, such as the Manor House has. 
But it is something I really don’t want to do. 
I do feel that this is reasonable and fulfils 
Mr. Butler’s programme with as great an 
economy as possible, 

On the motion of Mr. Flint, it was agreed 
to inform Mr. Butler that the Council would 
— a pitched roof inside a parapet wall 
before approving the plan. 
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THE A.A. EXCURSION TO NORWAY 


Tue Architectural Association chose for its 
annual excursion Norway as the country to 
be visited, and thus added one more to a 
long and ever-increasing series of places 
abroad where a liaison has been effected and 
good friends made through these peaceful 
penetrations which have done so much in the 
past to bring together architects of this 
country and the Continent. It is a common- 
place, amply supported by historical _evi- 
dence, to say that from our geographical situa- 
tion we are by nature somewhat insular and 
conservative in our consideration of any new 
movement, and it does us a great deal of 
good to get away at times from too close a 
consideration of our own internal problems 
and to see what other people are doing. Their 
problems are not always ours, and their solu- 
tions are not always quite acceptable to us, 
but the foreign visit is an excellent stimulus 
and gives us a wider sympathy and apprecia- 
tion, without which it is impossible to develop 
a reasonable and balanced judgment of a 
practice and art which in its present fluid 
state is tending to move away from the old 
and accepted standards of values and bases 
of criticism. Beauty may be skin deep, but 
architecture goes far below the surface, and 
it is as difficult to understand a building by 
merely studying its facade as it is to attempt 
to gain a knowledge of painting by examin- 
ing the vutside of a picture gallery. It is only 
by meeting the designers, by learning of 
their requirements and their means of solving 
their problems, and by an intimate study of 
the resulting plans, sections and elevations 
in conjunction that any real knowledge is 
acquired. Personal contact is the important 
asset, and it is in this respect that these A.A. 
visits are so valuable. There is no aimless 
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wandering about and consequent waste of 
time; instead, a concentrated and intensive 
programme of sight-seeing is provided, so 
that the maximum may be seen with the 
minimum of bother. Here it must gratefully 
be said that most admirable arrangements had 
been made by the Norwegian architects, who 
had obviously taken great trouble in planning 
and perfecting a tour which occupied most 
pleasantly every moment of the fortnight, and 
no praise is too high for the competent and 
painstaking way they put themselves at the 
disposal of the party in the capacity of 
guides, and the friendliness and hospitality 
they displayed in their capacity as hosts. 

The party left London on Tuesday, August 
14, and crossing from Newcastle arrived in 
Oslo at 8 on the morning of Thursday, 
August 16, being met at the quay by three 
Norwegians, who had nobly got up early in 
order to conduct the party to their hotel. 
The morning had considerately been left free, 
and, after lunch, on arriving at Akershus, the 
old castle that dominates the harbour, the 
visitors were welcomed in the name of the 
Oslo Architects’ Association by Mr. Otto 
Scheen, the President. The party were then 
taken in private cars for a sight-seeing tour 
through ‘the city, including those districts 
where municipal housing schemes had been 
completed, the tour terminating at Frogner- 
saeteren Restaurant on the heights overlook- 
ing a wonderful view of Oslo and the fjord, 
where they were the guests at dinner of the 
Oslo Municipal Domestic Dwelling House 
Council. 

The following day was a full one. Leav- 
ing at 10 o'clock, the party first visited the 
buildings of the new University group, some 
of which have already been completed, while 
others are in course of erection. The site is 
at Blindern, on the north-western outskirts 
of the city, the architects being Bryn and 
Ellefsen. In their present state these build- 
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ings look somewhat grim and forbidding, dug 
largely to the hard red brick of which they 
are built, but they will be softened in aspect 
when the projected planting and lay-out js 
completed. They form part of what will 
eventually be an imposing piece of town- 
planning, being the terminal feature of a long, 
axially planned parkway sloping downhill to 
the head of Frognerkilen, a branch of the 
harbour. The party were then driven to the 
Wine Monopoly Warehouse designed by Juell 
and Scheen. Both architects were present and 
explained the scheme. The import and sale 
of liquor is a Government monopoly in Nor- 
way, and here wines and spirits are received, 
stored in bulk and bottled before being distvi- 
buted to the monopoly shops for sale. The 
building occupies some 24 acres and contains 
500,000 sq. ft. of floor space. The storage, 
bottling and distributing departments are in- 
geniously arranged, and make an impressive 
display. The design of the exterior possess2s 
much character, and its architects worthily 


‘deserve the Medal for the Best Building, which 


was awarded to them in 1934. A short drive 
brought the visitors to the Samvirkelag, the 
co-operative bakery, by Borre Ullrichsen. The 
same clean and thoughtful design both in 
plan and elevation was manifest here. The 
circulation of raw materials and the varios 
processes of manufacture and distribution were 
unimpeded, resulting in an efficient and suc- 
cessful modern factory. 

After visiting the Navigation School hy 
Bijerke and Eliassen. where some interesting 
mural paintings by Per Krohg were generally 
considered to be in harmony with the build- 
ting they adorn, lunch was taken at the 
Ekeberg Restaurant, a delightful spot over- 
looking the harbour and the town beyond. 
The architect is Lars Backer, and Norwegian 
architects consider this to be the first build- 
ing in the modern manner that Oslo has te 
show. After lunch the exterior of the Folk 
Theatre was seen. This is still under construc- 
tion, but the elevations are practically com-

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plete, and show that the architects, Morgen. 
stierne and Eide, have been influenced by 
the brick fagades in Hamburg by Hogér. The 
headquarters of the Norwegian Shipowners’ 
Association, which came next on the list, is 
an admirable building. The architects, Bjerke 
and Eliassen, have produced not only a direct 
and workmanlike plan, but fagades possess- 
ing good scale and proportion, with excellent 
detail. The exterior is faced with grey-green 
granite, the main doorway being enriched 
with appropriate sculpture and a deeply pro- 
jecting hood in bronze ornamented with a sea- 
horse. The top floor is devoted to large 
meeting and committee rooms, which have yet 
to be completed, but there is already enough 
to show that the shipowners will possess one 
of the definitely good buildings of Oslo. The 
day concluded with an inspection of the struc- 
ture, as far as it has proceeded, of the new 
City Hall, for which Arneberg and Poulssen 
are responsible. This, and the much-needed 
surrounding scheme of town planning that is 
to be carried out when the building is com- 
plete, will rank high among the buildings of 
Northern Europe. It occupies a fine site over- 
looking the harbour, at present obscured by 
somewhat shabby buildings, but when these 
are removed and the Plass adjoining the 
harbour is tidied up, the improvement in the 
approach from the sea will be very marked, 
and the amenities of the city will be propor- 
tionately enhanced. 

On Saturday morning Mr. Harald Hals, the 
director of the Town Planning Office, gave an 
admirable description of the town planning 
projects of Oslo, which showed that the muni- 
cipality is coping with the development of the 
city with foresight and imagination. In the 
afternoon a visit was paid to Skaugum, the 
summer residence of H.R.H. the Crown 
Prince. This honour was much appreciated. 
Sunday morning was devoted to an inspection 
of the Hall of the University, which was 
added to the University buildings in 1911, and 
decorated with mural paintings by E. Munch 
in 1916. In themselves the decorations are 
admirable, though they do not associate as 
happily as might be with the surrounding 
neo-Grec architecture of the Hall. The after- 
noon was spent at Ingierstrand, a fascinating 
bathing place on the eastern shore of the 
fjord some 40 minutes by car from Oslo. The 
weather was not too kind, and some of the 
party went on to the club house of the Aas 
Agricultural College, designed by Jensen, 
while others took the opportunity of making 
short seaplane flights over Oslo and the fjord. 
Dinner was served at the Ingierstrand 
Restaurant, built this year to the designs of 
Moestue and Schistad. who have produced a 
thoroughly suitable and entertaining place of 
refreshment which, with its steps, terraces, 
tea tables and umbrellas, fits happily into the 
background of rocks and trees. 

Monday morning was free, and lunch was 
taken at Smabyen, an amusing restaurant re- 
presenting, as its name denotes, a small 
country village, which occupies temporarily a 
portion of the new Oddfellows building. The 
architects, Blakstad and Munthe-Kaas, acted 
as guides over the building, and the afternoon 
terminated with a special performance of two 
Norwegian travel films in the Saga Cinema, 
also in the same building. On Tuesday morn- 
ing buses conveyed the party to a representa- 
tive selection of modern buildings, including 
the artists’ headquarters, by Blakstad and 
Munthe-Kaas, containing exhibition galleries, 
and the New Theatre by Blakstad and Dunker, 
notable for well-designed seating, pleasing 
colour, lavish foyers and very complete stage 
and lighting equipment. After lunch came 
what is probably the greatest thrill in Nor- 
way, the Viking ships which were discovered 
in 1880 and 1904, and which have been housed 
in a specially built museum at Bygdo. These 
ships are some thousand years old. They were 
used for burials, and they and their contents 
are in a splendid state of preservation, due to 
the blue clay of which the enclosing barrows 
were made. This exhibit proved so fascinat- 


ing that not much time was left for the Folk 
Museum adjoining, where typical examples of

the old wooden houses and a church have been 
carefully re-erected. Dinner that evening was 
taken in a very pleasant reconstructed farm- 
house on the beautiful Lake Tyri, some two 
hours’ drive from Oslo. 

On Thursday, the 23rd, the party started on 
what was quite the happiest four days of the 
tour. Leaving by train, they arrived in time 
for lunch at Lillehammer, in the magnificent 
Gudbrandsdal country. In this town is a 
unique open-air museum of the wooden houses 
of the district, the collection of Mr. Sandvik, 
a resident in the town. The houses are 
arranged in chronological order and are com- 
pletely equipped with contemporary furniture 
and utensils. Not only was this museum in- 
spected, but the evening was rounded off by 
the happy experience of dining, as guests of 
the O.A.A., in one of the houses, taking coffee 
in another, being regaled with drinks round 
a blazing log fire in a third, and dancing to 
the tunes of an accordion in a fourth. This 
was certainly one of the unforgettable days. 
The tour continued next day in cars through 
the Gudbrandsdal valley. A call was made at 
an old farm at Hedalen fox lunch, and 
Gjendesheim was reached in time for dinner. 
Most of the party spent Saturday in moun- 
taineering, crossing Bessegg, where Peer Gynt 
rode the reindeer, while others fished for trout 
with greater or less success, and it was with 
genuine regret that on the following morning 
the cars were found waiting for the return 
journey. The way ran through splendid 
scenery and gave an opportunity of seeing 
another of Norway’s ancient wooden churches 
at Vagamo, while at Sandbu an hour was 
spent in a leisurely inspection of the old farm, 
which is the scene of one of the episodes in 
Sigrid Undset’s ‘‘ Kristin Lavransdatter.’’ 
The train was joined at Otta, and Oslo was 
reached that evening. 

Shopping in the morning and a visit during 
the afternoon to the charming villa of Mr. Nils 


Werring, who entertained his visitors with 
cocktails and a bathing party, occupied the 
daylight hours of Monday, and the tour was 
brought to its official end that evening by a 
farewell dinner, given by the Oslo Architects’ 
Association at the Dronningen restaurant, the 
headquarters of the Oslo Sailing Club, set 
romantically amid the yachts in the harbour. 
During dinner the Hon. Humphrey Pakington 
(the President of the A.A.) and sundry others 
took the opportunity of expressing as warmly 
as they knew how the deep indebtedness, of 
all the visitors to the large number of Nor- 
wegian architects and their ladies who had 
done so much to make the excursion the great 
success that it undoubtedly had been, and it 
was with the liveliest satisfaction that at the 
conclusion of dinner the A.A. members learnt 
that Mr. Otto Scheen, the President of the 
Oslo Architects’ Association, had accepted his 
nomination to honorary membership of the 
A.A. The party sailed at five p.m. next 
day, and arrived in London on the afternoon 
of Thursday, August 30. They were seen off 
by a large number of their Norwegian friends, 
and brought away with them the remembrance 
of so many fine things seen, and so cordial a 
hospitality, as to make the Norwegian tour of 
1934 one of the most successful of A.A 
excursions.

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ARCHITECTURAL STYLE TO-DAY—III 


By G. MAXWELL AYLWIN, F.R.I.B.A. 


Some Modern Achievements. 

Ir a census of opinion were taken as to 
the type of building in which there has been 
the greatest advance in modern work, 
theatres, cinemas, shop fronts and interiors 
generally would probably head the list. Such 
things as churches and public buildings would 

robably be very near the bottom of the list. 
s there any fundamental reason for this 
classification of opinion? ; 

Treating these two groups of works in the 
broadest sense, we may see that in the first 
group there is something transient about 
them, and in the second group something 
essentially monumental. In the first, change, 
and relatively frequent change, is to be ex- 
pected. The theatre and cinema catch the 
mood of the moment and are designed to 
wipe off capital outlay in a short period, 
after which a new mood may have to be 
sought. The shop front is an advertisement 
in which the desire to be ‘‘ up to date”’ is 
paramount. It is impossible to be up to date 
to-day and a generation hence without change. 
The interior is a thing which, of its nature, 
lends itself to easy change in appearance as 
fashion demands. On the other hand, the 
church and the public building are monuments 
to express religion and civic dignity, which 
are permanent and immutable. : 

Surely there is something very expressive 
in the fact that there should be commonly 
shared opinion that unrestrained modern 
feeling is at least tolerable where change may 
be anticipated, but misgivings where perma- 
nence is the aim in committing a communal 
monument to a form of which we may 
quickly tire. It must surely be that we 
are still very unsure of ourselves in design 
and there can be little evidence that the way 
of building which has been chosen by 
some as most typical of these times, 
is truly expressive of fine architecture. We 
may therefore turn to those things generally 
vecepted as real achievements in modern ex- 
wession before laying aside this intriguing 
subject. 


Influence of Modern Materials. 

Building construction has been very much 
influenced by scientific discoveries, among 
which the use of ply-wood and unshrinkable 
materials is outstanding. The form and pro- 
portion of joinery and interior woodwork was 
based upon the nature of planks of wood. 
The widths of styles and rails arose out of 
the nature of a plank which under the con- 
ditions of building inevitably shrinks as it 
matures. The size of panels equally depended 
upon the limitations of wooden boards, and 
the overlapping of mouldings and cover strips 
was designed directly to obviate the unsight- 
liness of shrinking members. Even that 
decorative feature the linenfold panel arose

out of the natural belly of the outside board 
of a converted tree. The skill with which 
the joiner working in such a medium over- 
came the limits of his materials is the chief 
charm of traditional joinery: that charm 
disappears, or at any rate fades, when the 
pressure of those limitations is removed. 
The sheet of plywood, often veneered with 
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‘«,.. ruling out of masonic construction. ...” 
wood of beautiful surface-figuring, is a more 
permanent constructional unit than a wooden 
board. The grain of each lamination crosses 
that of its neighbour and cancels out ten- 
dencies to warp or shrink. It is thus obvious 
that we are no longer bound down to the 
age-long panel motive and that we can enjoy 
the beauty of our unbroken surfaces in beauti- 
ful natural figuring as our forefathers were 
unable to do. 

The keynote of modern life is cleanliness 
and a simplification of domestic duties. The 
drudgery of housework is no longer a legiti- 
mate ambition, nor must we accept the imper- 
fect at the cost of useless labour. When the 
modernist therefore presents us with sleek, un- 
broken surfaces, an absence of dust-collecting 
ledges, and fittings in a material which 
obviates continual polishing and labour, he is 
offering us something of which we can be 
legitimately proud. The flush door; the metal 
skirting finishing flush into the wall and 
floor surfaces; the bright door furniture and 
fittings: things of this nature can be 
assembled into the form of a charming interior 
and outweigh the merits of period reproduc- 
tions which observe the letter of tradition 
without the real spirit. We may, therefore, 
whatever our school of thought, pay tribute 
to the adventurers who have rescued us from 
the ruck by these means. 


The Staircase. 

The modern staircase has also attained a 
release from precedent and the tendency to 
design with solid balustrades, following the 
rake of the staircase with some simple hand- 
rail capping, is an advance on some of the 
“* gimerack ’’ balustrades which masquerade 
in the name of tradition. A clean, unaffected 
staircase of this type in a suitably designed 
entrance hall gives a pleasant modern flavour 
to a house, and there can be no sincere ob- 
jection to such a distinct breakaway from 
traditional habit. 

The modern shop front is another object 
lesson in free outlook. It is within the 
memory of many that the designer and the 
shopkeeper were at war with each other. The 
architect could not forget his classical orders, 
while the shopkeeper could think of no other 
need than unlimited plate-giass. Neither 
seemed to have it in him to attempt to catch 
the other’s point of view; for there were dis- 
tinctly two points of view, each containing 
some elements of truth. The shop front was 
indeed a means of displaying goods for sale, 
and the architect’s point of view that goods 
would sell more easily in a beautiful setting 
than in an ugly one was correct, whereas the 
shopkeeper’s point of view that there must 
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be space to show his wares, and. that nothing 
should distract attention from them, is also 
recognised as reasonable. But that these 
points of view should remain so wide apart 
for so long is more to the discredit of the 
architect than the shopkeeper, because the 
artists of a community must always be the 
teachers. The release from this deadlock 
came to pass so soon as architects realised 
that it was their business to treat architec- 
turally whatever could be reasonably built, 
and that if it was found that the architecture 
attempted could not apply to the building 
construction, possibly it was the architecture 
which was wrong rather than the buildin 
construction. It can never be right to buil 
many feet of masonry round the slender steel 
stanchion simply for the sake of conforming 
with available text-books. 

Some revolution in style was necessary be- 
fore these two conflicting limits could be re- 
conciled, and the style of the modern shop 
was the answer to this question. The modern 
shop designer no longer tries to interpret a 
great void, built up in constructional steel- 
work, in terms of the classic temple. He 
accepts the void as a fact, and dresses it 
with expression which makes no attempt to 
strike the note of masonry. He makes use of 
the striking finishes—generally metallic— 
which are now available for use, and the 
shopping streets which observe these things 
are better looking than those of Victorian 
times and more efficient practically in achiev- 
ing the object for which they were designed. 
This ruling out of masonic construction is 
inevitable. But it is equally illogical to rule 
out the expression where the masonic method 
naturally remains. 

It is the real freedom of thought which can 
appreciate’ both these situations that should 
really govern modern architecture, and if 
we could join forces in an outlook which could 
pay justice to both, our joint efforts would 
be far more effective than anything the 
arguments and discord of men of taste can 
possibly bring about.

St. Ninian’s Tower, Stirling. 

The Ancient Monuments Commission has 
been asked by Stirling Town Council to take 
over the ancient St. Ninian’s Tower. The 
tower stands by itself in the old St. Ninian’s 
Parish Churchyard, and has a stirring asso- 
ciation with the Jacobites, the church of 
which the steeple once formed a part having 
been used as a powder magazine by the 
forces of Prince Charlie in 1746. On their 
retreat, the Young Pretender’s army set fire 
to the church, which was blown up, the tower 
being left undamaged.

A New City Building. 

A congested area on the south side of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral has been considerably im- 
proved by the rebuilding by Messrs. Cook, 
Son and Co. (St. Paul’s), Ltd, (a wholesale 
firm dealing in textiles and millinery), of a 
block of out-of-date property, surrounded by 
narrow City lanes, two of which—Godliman- 
street and Carter-lane—have now been 
widened, benefiting not only traffic facilities, 
but the supply of daylight to the showrooms 
of the building itself. The block occupies a 
rectangular site, and is of steel frame con- 
struction. The floors generally are open, but 
on the fourth floor part is enclosed, pro- 
viding a board room and two ‘oak-panelled 
offices for the chairman and the managing 
director. 

It was, of course, necessary that the floors 
of the new building should correspond with 
those of the firm’s existing front premises, 
facing the Cathedral, and the planning prob- 
jem was considerably simplified when it was 
found that the level of the basement of the 
old building came out at the street level when 
carried through to the lower part of God- 
liman-street. This level is the lower ground 
floor in the new building, and is used as the 
despatch department, to which lorries have 
direct access from the street, for loading. The 
yard floor itself is somewhat below street 
level, a slight slope bringing the floor level 
to tailboard height. The new building is 
connected to the old by a new bridge over 
Sermon-lane at first, second, third and fourth 
floor levels, and there are also three tunnel 
connections beneath the roadway, one being 
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fitted with a travelling belt for carrying 
parcels. The basement of the new building is 
beneath the lorry yard, and here goods are 
received. The lorry yard itself, surrounded 
by the covered loading berths, at which parcel 
aan running through the whole height of 
the building terminate, is open and serves as 
a lighting well. A turntable in the centre 
of the yard facilitates the movement of 
lorries. The walls surrounding the yard are 
faced with Phorpres white bricks. 

Fire precautions in the building are full and 
elaborate. The building itself is of fireproof 
construction, and is divided by a central 
party wall of blue brick to minimise fire 
risk, There is also a full equipment of 
sprinklers, and the glazing throughout is of 
unbreakable wired window glass. Automatic 
separation of the various parts of the build- 
ing is ensured by self-closing doors on an out- 
break of fire. 

Externally, the building, which has a stone 
plinth, is faced with multi-coloured bricks 
with stone dressings, the main entrance being 
emphasised by a columnar treatment, with 
doors in ‘‘ Staybrite ’’ metal and glass. The 
internal enrichments are in blue Ancaster and 
Ashburton inarble, with stainless steel metal- 
work. Hollow tile construction is used for 
the floors, with a covering of Jarrah hard- 
wood strip and rubber flooring in passages 
and on stairways.

rear. The boiler-house and the oil-fuel tank 
are also at the rear of the stage. 

The circle. which accommodates 950 per- 
sons, is approached through the circle foyer 
and two vomitories, leading direct to the 
central cross gangway. There are two further 
exit stairs at the rear. Large bio.-box. 
resistance, and rectifier rooms, etc., are also 
provided. 

The building is of steel frame construction 
throughout. The front, which is in ‘‘ Atlas 
White’’ cement, with a cast ornamental 
frieze, is the first cinema front to be flood- 
lit with the new G.E.C. ‘“ Osira’”’ flood- 
lighting in red colour, the name of the cinema 
contrasting in blue ‘‘ Neon ”’ lighting. Doors 
and metalwork on the front are carried out 
in red. The side and rear walls have white 
cement panels, and piers in Southwater multi- 
facing bricks. Internally the decorations are 
carried out in a restrained modern style. 
Lighting fittings have all been specially de- 
signed, and an up-to-date heating and ven- 
tilating plant has been installed, air being 
heated and washed before being delivered to 
the auditorum.

ART AND INDUSTRIALISM 


Beauty Looks After Herself. By Eric Gut. 
London: Sheed & Ward. 7s, 6d. net. 


It is true, as the author of this book 
frankly admits, that these essays, for all 
their differences of title, are really all about 
the same thing, and that the one point is 
often repeated. He says he has tried to with- 
stand the notion that there is an unbridg- 
able chasm separating the' artist from the 
workman, that the artist is a cultured person 
and a gentleman, and that the workman, 
having nothing to do with art, can only be 
cultured in his spare time. He follows up 
the saying that ‘‘ Industrialism has released 
the artist from the degradation of having to 
make anything useful’? with his pice: toa 
that industrialism has deprived the ordinary 
workman of the exaltation of being anything 
of an artist. It is not certain that indus- 
trialism has released the artist from the 
necessity of making anything useful, or that 
industrialism has released the workman from 
the necessity of being anything of an artist. 

No machine, the author claims, has ever 
been invented for improving quality, and he 
finds it difficult to think of the introduction 
of machinery having any other object than 
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that of lowering the costs of production and 
increasing the quantity of things made—and 
therefore the profits. But why, we are 
tempted to ask, omit one valid reason—the 
number of people who were enabled to pur- 
chase the things? Probably the author 
would reply that this development was a 
doubtful benefit or blessing; even so, the 
public has had a number of useful things 
brought within its reach by machinery. 


The author’s method of making the best 
of industrialism is contained in his conten- 
tion that the art of the people in an indus- 
trial civilisation should be plain art—‘‘ the 
application of skill and obedience to the 
making of what is necessary in the way that 
machines necessitate and utility demands.” 
Buildings must be starkly plain; there must 
be no ornaments or sculptures; there must 
be plain furniture, and plain household uten- 
sils. ‘‘ Hand-made sculptures look absurd and 
are absurd on machine-made buildings. 
Hand-made furniture looks absurd, and is 
absurd, in machine-made houses.’’ This 
philosophy runs throughout the book, and is 
argued very skilfully. We live in an indus- 
trial world, and therefore, we are told, all 
ideas which derive from a time before indus- 
trialism must be ruthlessly scrapped. ‘‘ The 
modern architect, if only to save himself 
from complete unemployment, is forced to be 
intelligent.”” Good building, in an industrial 
age, is plain building completely devoid of 
all those things which in any way spring 
from the exuberance or the inventiveness of 
the man on the job. ‘‘ Modern architectural 
carving is as much machine made, and rightly 
so called, as anything done with an American 
carving machine.’? Plainness, we are asked 
to believe, is not a hardship to the architect, 
even if other —— find it depressing; the 
necessity of plainness is pois, a release 
from the tyranny of things which of their 
nature are to-day both irrelevant and ridicu- 
lous. For those reasons, apparently, archi- 
tectural sculpture has no place in modern 
building. Plainness, to the author, is a nega- 
tive virtue ; “‘ it is a privation, an asceticism.”’ 
As we read that we find it difficult to believe 
that the author can give so much intelligence 
and credit to the manifestations of an age 
which he so obviously dislikes. His ironical 
attitude is well illustrated in the concluding 
paragraph to one of his essays—‘‘ The en- 
thusiasm of architects in the immediate 
future will find its proper field, therefore, in 
the development of plain building, and plain 
building, as has been shown by many recent 
experiments in that direction, gives scope not 
only for the greatest possible grandeur, but 
also for the erection of the only proper monu- 
ment to the grand but inhuman genius of 
industrialism.”’ It certainly is a vigorous 
point of view, but rather a cheerless outlook 
for beauty.

TIMBER 


A tuncuzon was held on September 19 by 
the Timber Development Association, Ltd., at 
which Mr. Percy Waldram, F.8.I., gave 
an address on ‘‘ Timber Houses.” 

The Chairman, Mr. E. C. Horton, said the 
gathering that day was the first of a series 
of talks to be held by the members of the 
Timber Exchange to discuss timber. 

Mr. Waldram, in commencing his address, 
asked why were the company gathered that 
day to consider timber for walls as if it 
were a new or novel material for that pur- 
pose? ‘Three hundred years ago over the 
greater part of this country timber-framed 
dwellings were almost universal, and timber 
was still considered good enough for all the 
structural members except the walls, roofs 
and partitions—to say nothing of the doors, 
windows and furniture. The reply was not 
at all flattering to our self-respect. It was 
because we were, and had been for. three 
hundred years, too cowardly and too snobbish 
to resist the dictates of fashion. Three hun- 
dred years ago it became fashionable for 
titled people to dabble in architecture and 
design and fashion also decreed that the only 
possible style of architecture for persons of 
taste and refinement consisted of Classic, 
Greek and Roman buildings, themselves mere 
sham imitations in stone of earlier structures 
in timber. So it progressed until we arrived 
at the point when, because classic Italian 
buildings were of stone, the use of timber in 
. building was a sign of vulgarity. Our 
grandfathers in Victorian times would have 
been almost as much shocked by seeing an 
exposed beam in a ceiling as our grand- 
mothers would have been by seeing the knees 
of our mothers expcesed in hiking shorts. 
When Westminster Hall roof was restored a 
few years ago, there wes, so the lecturer be- 
lieved, not only not a man in the office of 
works, but not an engineer in England who 
had the faintest idea of the true mechanics 
of that marvellous carpentry which had stood 
for 700 years, and but for a certain insect 
(which might have been guarded against had 
it been known of) might well have stood for 
many centuries. It was an architect, William 
Harvey, who solved the problem of West- 
minster Hall roof, and he did so by the 
simple common-sense method of making small 
wooden models, 

The last few years have seen in architecture 
the first breakaway from the shams and silly 
pretence of the Italian Renaissance, and the 
rising popularity of a new style of architec- 
ture most severely plain, almost naked. It 
was apt to offend by the exuberances of its 
over-enthusiastic advocates. But, whether we 
liked -or not, the new modern architecture 
was a sturdy growth which had probably 
come to stay, because it aimed at truth in 
design and building, because it was an honest 
reaction against shams, an honest attempt to 
recover the traditional medizeval methods of 
building, of which so few precious examples 
had survived the fierce iconoclasm of fashion. 
Modern architects were striving laboriously 
above all things to achieve that which the 
medieval craftsmen did so easily and so 
naturally—to design each and every part of 
their buildings so that they might possess that 
beauty of doing obviously the obvious piece 
of work for which they were obviously 
designed. 

He had, said the speaker, occupied a good 
deal of time over architectural matters be- 
cause upon them depended his main appeal 
to architects. It was this : If the work of the 
medieval builders and craftsmen was good 
enough for architects to copy in fundamental 
design, was it not good enough for architects 
to make use of the experience of those ancient 
builders with regard to materials? They 
did not choose a particular shape for a 
structural member or select a_ particular 
material because it was fashionable to do so. 
They did not know what fashion was. In- 
variably whatever they did was just merely 
the simple and obvious thing to do, and 
nothing else. They did not select timber 
framing for their walls for esthetic reasons, 
but because it was the best and most suitable 
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material if it were available. Where timber 
was scarce they used the next best thing 
locally obtainable. Stone in the Cotswolds, 
flints on the East Coast, even wattle and 
daub in the Fens; and so on. But in all the 
well-wooded districts the typical dwelling- 
house had walls framed between strong 
timber corner-posts firmly embedded in the 
ground—an obviously sensible construction 
on clays, or on anything but rock, and its 
suitability was seen in the fact that many of 
those dwellings, centuries old, were still 
standing and in use. As soon as that form 
of construction became unfashionable, 
specious reasons for discarding it were readily 
found, and the two popular fallacies of (1) 
inflammability and (2) want of durability 
became firmly embedded in the public mind. 
Those two popular fallacies constituted 
to-day the greatest of all objections and the 
greatest of all obstacles to timber dwelling- 
houses, that was, dwelling-houses with well, 
of timber—for all other parts were timber 
already. The main reason why people hesi- 
tated to build dwelling-houses with timber 
walls was because they firmly believed 
that they would unquestionably be subject 
to increased fire risk, would cost more in 
upkeep and that their useful life was only 
about 10 or 15 years, perhaps 20.  Alter- 
natively, the local by-laws might either 
stipulate that all walls must be of brick, 
stone or concrete, or, where timber walling 
was permitted, must be at least 15 ft. from 
any boundary of a site. This latter stipula- 
tion, of course, rendered them an absolute 
impossibility for anyone except the rich man 
with a large area of expensive building land, 
or anyone who could secure a waiver of the 
by-law. Timber houses might be cheaper 
than brick, stone or concrete—they un- 
doubtedly were. They might be quicker to 
build—far less damp—far cooler in summer 
and warmer in winter—far more healthy and 
comfortable all round. All this was, he be- 
lieved, beyond dispute. But the middle class 
could never enjoy them unless the Ministry 
of Health could be convinced that the 15 ft. 
by-law was a mistake, and would give 
authority and direction for it to be waived. 


“* Bogeys ’’ About Timber. 

The bogey of inflammability was strength- 
ened enormously by the Great Fire of 
London. But it must be remembered that 
the fire risk in medieval London was accen- 
tuated by attempts to obtain as much room 
as possible in crowded buildings full of in- 
flammable merchandise in narrow lanes, by 
projecting balconies, oriel windows and the 
like, and—what was most important—by the 
absence of any proper means of fighting a 
conflagration in its early stages. If the Fire 
of London were really evidence of excessive 
inflammability, why was it that old Chester 
was standing to-day ?* How could one account 
for the permanence of timber houses in 
the older parts of other English towns 
and of ancient timber dwellings by the 
hundred. in practically every small town in 
Switzerland, Sweden, Finland and other 
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countries where the ordinary fuel was pine. 
wood, with its myriads of sparks? But 
to the speaker, as one who knew little 
or nothing of the details of fire risk, 
the most convincing evidence was the ex. 
perience of insurance companies, who could 
not afford to be guided by popular ideas, 
If they under-rated the risk, they lost money, 
If they over-rated it, they lost business. He 
had noted, from a paper read by Mr. O’ Hea 
this year, that timber houses built by his 
firm were insured by Lloyd’s at the same 
rate as brick, i.e., 1s. 6d. per cent. With- 
out pretending to know the first thing about 
fire risks, he would say that, quite irrespec. 
tive of striking evidence from America, and 
judging only from what evidence was open 
to everyone, the bogey of inflammability was 
very obviously a popular fallacy, that the 
15 ft. limit which was based on it, and upon 
it only, should be rendered inoperative by 
the Ministry of Health as soon as possible, 


Alleged Liability of Timber to Rapid Decay. 
The bogey of excessive cost in upkeep was 
perhaps easier to expose; for one had only to 
realise that the two most ruinously expen. 
sive items in housing repairs are dry rot aud 
settlements, especially on clay soils, and 
from those timber houses were practically 
immune. It only needed a very little saving 
on these two items to offset and far more than 
ofiset the extra cost of periodical external 


“painting; and when external surfaces weve 


creosoted there was very little extra cost to 
offset. 

In conclusion, the lecturer submitted that 
timber-framed houses, properly designed, as 
compared with brick or concrete had the fol- 
lowing advantages :—(1) They were quicker 
to build; (2) they were less expensive to 
build; (3) the cost of upkeep was less; (4) 
the risk of fire was less; (5) they were more 
comfortable to live in; (6) they were healthier 
to live in; and, further, that there was no 
practical limit to their useful life. 


The Discussion. 

In the discussion that followed, Mr. H. J. 
Letts, a member of a banking firm, said he 
found it quite difficult to be convinced that 
timber houses were safer than _brick-built 
houses. 

Mr. T. Rooke said : Why not use plywood 
for the construction of houses? On the 
new Cunarder which was being built plywood 
was being used. They first started with 
three-ply, but after the fire on the Morro 
Castle liner, they had substituted five-ply 
fireproof plywood. 

Mr. E. B. Monkhouse said he had proof 
that timber houses were not so dangerous as 
brick. When he was in Canada he saw a 
timber house catch fire and though it was 
only 15 ft. away ftom the next house, and 
very little apparatus to quench the fire, the 
next house was not even. charred. He 
thought the reason was because, when a 
timber house caught fire, the flames spread 
upwards and not sideways. 

On the proposal of Mr. P. B. Meyer a vote 
of thanks was accorded to the lecturer, to 
which Mr. Waldram replied.

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NOTES ON CURRENT LAW CASES 


LIABILITIES IN THE PERFORMANCE OF 
STATUTORY DUTIES. 

Some interesting points were raised in a 
case tried in the Hull County Court, of 
which we published a report in our issue of 
August 31. The Hedon Corporation, acting 
under statutory powers contained in the 
Public Health Acts, 1857-1925, were carrying 
out @ sewerage scheme at MHedon, and 
they had employed contractors to do the 
actual work. In the action it was alleged 
that certain property near the works had 
suffered from lack of support caused by the 
excavation, and the trustees of that property 
were suing both the Corporation and the con- 
tractors for damages. Two defences were 
raised, the Corporation setting up the 
Public Authorities Protection Act, 1893, 
whilst the contractors asserted there was no 
negligence on their part, and pleaded that 
the excavations were made by them in the 
course of their employment by the Corpora- 
tion in carrying out the work authorised by 
the Public Health Acts. In the result, the 
County Court judge held that the Public 
Authorities Protection Act had no applica- 
tion, relying on this point or on the decision 
of the Court of Appeal in Huyton and Roby 
Gas Company v. Liverpool Corporation (1926, 
1 K.B. 146); and on the second point the 
learned judge held that, although neither 
the Corporation nor the contractors would be 
hable without’ some negligence could be 
proved in the execution of the works (Guild- 
ford Corporation v. Daniel Jackson—The 
Builder, October 27, 1933), he was satisfied 
that in this case there was some negligence, 
and he gave damages for the agreed sum of 
£100 against both defendants. The Court 
gave reasons for this latter finding which 
might be instructive, but they are not con- 
tained in the report, and there is further 
difficulty in dealing with the point under the 
Public Authorities Protection Act, as no 
exact dates are given, but some comment on 
the points raised in this case may be useful, 
and we will first deal with the Public 
Authorities Protection Act. 

The material section of that Act is Section 
1, subsection (1) (a): ‘‘ The action, prosecu- 
tion or proceeding shall not lie or be insti- 
tuted unless it 1s commenced within six 
months mext after the act, neglect or de- 
fault complained of, or in case of a continu- 
ance of injury or damage within six months 
of the ceasing thereof.’”’ It is not stated in 
the report at what date these proceedings 
were commenced, but we find that the 
original removal of support occurred in 
July, 1932, and that the damage resulting 
therefrom continued until May or June, 
1933, and we assume that the action was 
commenced within six months of the latter 
dates. 

In Huyton and Roby Gas Company v. 
Liverpool Corporation (by a misprint the case 
is cited in the report as ‘‘ Hungton”’ and 
Roby Gas Company), the facts were very 
similar, except that the Liverpool Corporation 
were undertaking the work themselves and 
not the contractors. The Corporation were 
laying a water main, acting under the Water- 
works Clauses Act, 1847, and the work com- 
menced in March, 1923, and was completed 
in September of the same year. It was found 
by the trial judge that they had been 
guilty of negligence in two respects, (1) in 
not using adequate means to support the gas- 
pipes of the plaintiffs, and (2) failing to ram 
the earth sufficiently when filling in the 
trench, and in consequence of this negligence 
a series of fractures in the gaspipes occurred 
on dates between June, 1923, and September, 
1924, some of which occasioned explosion. 
Be! action was commenced December 12, 


The Court of Appeal in this case held that 
there was a continuing duty on the de- 
fendants under the Waterworks Clauses 


Act to remedy the neglect, and that the time 
limit imposed by the Public Authorities Pro- 
tection Act did not begin to run until that 
duty was discharged. The Court of Appeal 
felt themselves compelled to come to this 


conclusion on account of decisions in the 
same court in the two cases, Carey v. Ber- 
mondsey Borough Council (1903, 67 J.P. 111, 
447) and Boynton v. Ancholme- Drainage 
Commissioners (1921, 2 K.B. 234), to the 
effect that the time runs from the act and 
not from the latest damages in certain cases, 
and that the words ‘‘ continuance of the 
injury or damage’’ must be interpreted 
as continuance of the act which caused 
the damage. The learned judge in the 
Hull case, applying this principle, found that 
the damage resulting from the excavation 
continued, at any rate, until May or June, 
1933, and, therefore, that the proceedings 
were in time under the statute. The Court of 
Appeal in Huyton’s case dealt with the many 
difficulties which occur in the interpretation 
of this statute, and thus the action was not 
barred. 

This brings us to the second point decided 
in the Hull case, as to the liability of the 
Corporation and their contractors. e have 
already stated that the learned judge held 
that neither of the defendants could be held 
liable without proof of negligence on their 
part, and that judgment was entered as 
against both of them; but it is important 
to note that in this case there was no allega- 
tion by the Corporation against the con- 
tractors, and it was admitted that if the con- 
tractors were liable in negligence, the Cor- 
poration was also liable. 

The law appears to be that where the work 
may cause danger to the public, as when 
work is lawfully undertaken on a highwa 
(Holliday v. National Telephone Co.—1899, 
2 Q.B. 392), or on a private road not yet 
taken over and made repairable by the in- 
habitants at large (Penny v. Wimbledon 
Urban District Council—1899, 2 K.B. 72), or 
when the work undertaken involves danger 
to the property of another (Percival v. 
Hughes (8 App Cases), a party-wall case, 
then, even though a contractor is employed, 
the principal remains liable, but provided 
that the negligent act of the contractor 
occurs in the performance of the duty he is 
engaged to carry out (see per. Lord Justice 
Lindley in Hardaker v. Idle District 
Council, 1896, 1 Q.B. 335). The real diffi- 
culty that arises in such cases is, as was 
pointed out in the last case cited, the question 
whether the act of negligence complained 
of occurred within the duty to be per- 
formed, or was collateral to it; but in 
the case we are considering this did not 
arise, for it was admitted that whatever the 
contractors had done was performed in the 
course of and within the scope of their 
employment. 


EASEMENTS : RIGHT OF WAY. 


An important point in connection with an 
easement of a right of way has been decided 
by the Court of Appeal in the case Todrick v. 
Western National Omnibus Co., Ltd. (1934, 1, 
Ch. 561). The facts are somewhat compli- 
cated, but we will state them as briefly as 
possible. The plaintiff was owner of a house, 
to the south of which was a private road lead- 
ing from a highway at the eastern end to 
certain garages at the eastern end, and beyond 
these garages was certain land coloured blue 
on the plan, and in this case referred to as 
the ‘‘ blue Jand.’’ In 1921 the house belonging 
to the defendant to the south of the plaintiff’s 
property, and the private road and garages 
had been sold to a Mrs, Ralfe, but the con- 
veyance reserved a right to the vendor of a 
right of way over this road with a right to 
a further extension between points marked A 
and B. At the time of this conveyance the 
roadway was some 35 yds. in length, but was 
not made up beyond the garages which lay 
on its north side, but if extended for five or 
six yards it would impinge on the blue land. 
Subsequently the original vendor had pur- 
chased other land to the north of the blue land, 
and by a deed dated March 22, 1926, made 
between him and Mrs. Ralfe, a right to extend 
the road to the north land was substituted 
for the original right of way contained in 
the deed of 1921. The result of this change

was that the proposed extension would never 
touch the blue land, but there would be a 
few inches where the extension and the blue 
land would be in contact. In 1927, the plain- 
tiff had purchased the garages and the road- 
way, subject to the existing right of way, ard 
the defendant company in 1930 had acquired 
all the blue land and the tand to the north 
of it. 

The litigation arose in the following man- 
ner: The defendant company had erected on 
the blue land a garage for tneir motor omni- 
buses, but to use the garage the omnibuses 
had to come by the roadway past the plain- 
tiff’s garages, but as the defendants’ garages 
stood on much higher ground, the defendants, 
in order to connect the roadway with the 
garages, had erected as a continuation of the 
roadway a ramp so that it passed over the 
wall which was the boundary of the northern 
land. The plaintiff in this action claimed that 
the defendants had no right of way along the 
roadway, for the reason that the right alleged 
to have been granted, though intended by the 
deeds to be appurtenant to the “‘ blue land,” 
was not so appurtenant, because it led on to 
the land north of the blue land, and (2) in 
the alternative that if such right existed there 
had been excessive user of the right by 
the user by motor omnibuses and the con- 
struction of the ramp. 

The Court below had held, on the autho- 
rity of two cases which the learned judge 
applied, Ackroyd v. Smith (1850, 10 C.B. 
164) and Thorpe v. Brumfitt (1873, 2 R. 8, Ch. 
650), that there was no right of way as there 
was no physical contiguity between the domi- 
nant and servient tenements, but on the second 
point held that the user, by driving motor 
emnibuses up and down the roadway, was an 
excessive user, and the erection of the ramp 
was not a proper exercise of the right to 
extend the roadway, as it could have been 
extended without such an erecticn. 

The Court of Appeal, in reversing the de- 
cision of the Court below, on the first point 
distinguished the above cases and treated as 
immaterial the fact whether the roadway im- 
pinged upon the ‘‘ blue land ” by a few feet 
or inches, and held that physical contiguity 
was not necessary, and the principle to be 
applied was that laid down in Gale on Ease- 
ments (115th Edition), that an easement must 
be connected with the enjoyment of the 
dominant tenement and must be for its bene- 
fit, and that, acting on this principle, on the 
construction of the deeds there was a right 
of way. But although the appellants suc- 
ceeded on this point, the apneal failed on the 
other two points. As regards the user of the 
road by omnibuses, this was not pressed by 
the appellants, and the Master of the Rolls 
expressed his approval of this course, as. 
having regard to the fact that in passing 
through the gateway to the roadway there 
would be a margin on either side of one and 
a half inches, he considered it was clear that 
the right of way was never intended for such 
vehicles; but as regards the ramp which was 
erected on land of the owner of the servient 
tenement and circumscribed the area avail- 
able to him in the use of his own garage. 
making it difficult for him to wash his car or 
take the car in or out, the Court held that 
this was an intrusion on the rights and pro- 
perty of the plaintiff, and a mandatory in- 
junction should be granted for the removal 


of the ramp.

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BUILDING COMPANY’S APPEAL 


Tue Epsom Town Planning Scheme, on 
September i4, came before Mr, P. J. 
Williams, L.R.I.B.A. (an Inspector appointed 
by the Minister of Health), at the Epsom 
Sonn Hall, for the purpose of evidence being 
heard for and against an appeal by .the 
Gleason Development Co. from the refusal 
of the Epsom and Ewell U.D.C. to grant 

ission for the company to erect houses 
in excess of the density allowed in the 
Council’s Town Planning Scheme of 1932 on 
land forming part of the Nonsuch Park 
Estate. 


A portion of the land the appellant com- 
pany was purchasing was the site of one of 
the courtyards and gardens of the old Non- 
such Palace, built by Henry VIII, and which 
eventually came into the possession of Bar- 
bara Countess of Castlemaine and Duchess 
of Cleveland. She afterwards had it pulled 
down and sold the materials, quantities of 
which were used in the building of houses in 
Epsom, Ewell, and the neighbourhood. 


In the proceedings before the Inspector, 
Mr. Arthur Capewell appeared as counsel for 
the appellants, the Gleason Development Co., 
the Epsom and Ewell U.D.C. being repre- 
sented by its Clerk and Solicitor, Mr. P. E. 
Whiteoak-Cooper. Mr. A. W. Nicholls 
appeared as counsel for certain house-owners 
opposing the company’s application and in 
his own capacity as chairman of the Nonsuch 
‘Park Preservation Society; and Mr. Alan 
E. N. Clark, solicitor, also represented a 
large number of residents in opposition to 
the Council’s Town Planning Scheme being 
departed from. 


Mr. Capewell, in opening the case for the 
appellants, said they asked to be allowed to 
place ten houses to the acre upon approxi- 
mately 31 acres of land instead of six as was 
originally zoned. Appellants also asked per- 
mission to place eight houses to the acre on 
approximately 160 acres of land originally 
scheduled for four, but the Council was pre- 
pared to concede five on a portion of this 
area. When the land was developed there 
would be need for shops somewhere, and he 
(counsel) thought that some provision for a 
shopping centre could be agreed between 
themselves and the Council. 


Mr. John Rosevear, F.S.I., of Victoria- 
street, Westminster, gave evidence for 
appellants. He said he did not consider the 
density scheme of the Council practical as 
it would be very difficult to work, and its 
adoption would mean sterilisation of the land 
for a very long time. He thought that the 
local authority had in their town-planning 
scheme endeavoured to restrict the area to 
a very low density. 

Mr, F. Sutton-Smith, F.R.I.B.A., F.S.I., 
surveyor to the appellant company, said he 
considered the density contained in the com- 
pany’s proposal was the right one. It had 
been his experience in Ewell that only houses 
eight to ten to the acre had any immediate 
prospect of being sold. For £1,500. houses 
there was practically no demand. The house 
for which there was a demand was one of the 
value of between £750 and. £850. 

Other evidence having been given for the 
appellants, 

Alderman J. Chuter Ede, Chairman of the 
Surrey County Council, gave evidence for the 
Urban Council. He said that the question of 
the appeal had been in front of the County 
Council Town Planning Committee and the 
Joint Town Planning Sub-Committee set up 
under the County’s Private Act of 1891, 
which co-ordinated the activities of all the 
town planning authorities in the county. 
Each of the committees expressed the view 
that no weakening of the town plarning 
scheme which the Ensom and Ewell U.D.C. 
inherited from the Rural Council should be 
allowed. It was felt that the covering of 


the land with houses at a density of eight 
to ten to the acre would be extremely detri- 
mental to: the whole of the district and 





would militate against the schemes that had 

n considered by the County Council 
jointly with the local authority for the preser- 
vation of certain parts as open spaces, 

In reply to Mr. Capewell, the witness said 
it was difficult to alter a scheme once the 
land had been sold under it without taking 
into consideration the people who had already 
purchased land. 

Mr. 8S. P. L. Grover, of Messrs. Lofts and 
Warner, surveyors, of Berkeley-square, W.., 
said his firm had been engaged in the sale of 
the land which formed part of the estate of 
Nonsuch Park, and he thought it would be 
inadvisable to erect houses at a higher density 
than that countenanced by the town planning 
scheme. There was a restriction that no house 
should be erected without plans of the lay- 
out. having been approved by them or by the 
surveyor to the Nonsuch Park Estate for the 
time being. 

Other evidence having been given against 
the appellant’s proposals, 

Mr. A. W. Nicholls said that a committee 
was formed a few months ago, when there was 
a threat to the amenities of Nonsuch Park. 
At a meeting on July 11, serious opposition 
was expressed to any suggestion for altering 
the density of the zoning in that district, be- 
cause it was felt that alteration of the density 
would seriously affect the amenities of the 
park. They were anxious ultimately to acquire 
the park for the benefit of the~ public. 
portion of the land the company was purchas- 
ing was the site of one of the courtyards and 
gardens of Nonsuch Palace. That site had 
never yet been investigated, but a good deal 
of interest, both archexological and architec- 
tural, was taken in the matter—a reason it 
was decided to acquire the site for the benefit 
of the public. 

Mr. Capewell said there was a clause in the 
conveyance that nothing should be done that 
would interfere with the existing condition of 
the ruins of Nonsuch Palace, and that such 
ruins should be preserved as an object of 
national interest. 

Mr. Norman Auty, engineer and surveyor 

to the Urban Council, said he considered that 
development at eight to ten houses to the acre 
would have a detrimental effect on the whole 
of the eastern portion of the district and was 
in excess of anything in the district except in 
one area in which there was a density of 
eight. 
Mr. Whiteoak-Cooper, in summing up for 
the Urban Council, said that in framing its 
town-planning proposals it was entitled to say 
that it did not desire in its district develop- 
ment of a character that would destroy the 
amenities. He submitted that nothing had 
been brought before the Inspector which 
would justify the disturbance of the town- 
planning ideals exemplified in the scheme 
already settled and approved. 

At the close of the proceedings the Inspec- 
tor said he would personally have a view of 
the locus in quo on September 21.

Clause in Contract. 

Sm,—A builder has estimated a contract 
low, and to his disadvantage. It contains a 
clause, given below, that the sub-contractor 
who has to dig holes for columns, and erect 
same, shall do his own digging, but that the 
principal contractor is to cart the surplus 
earth, and dump it. It is now contended that 
they. have only to remove the earth and dump 
it, but not fill the lorries. The sub-contractor 
contends that he has only to dig the holes 
and leave the surplus. Is this so? 

The clause referred to is follows :— 

** Cart away excavations thrown out on 
site by contractor for reinforced concrete work 
and provide tip for same.”” At an earlier 
paragraph it says : ‘“‘ Include for carting away 
old material and surplus excavations, not re- 
quired for filling specified hereafter, and pro- 


vide tip.”’ There is no mention in contract 
of filling lorries. I should be glad of your 
opinion,

Sizr,—It would appear that the specifica- 
tion covers the work as intended. Personally 
I think it would have been fair play to have 
emphasised the special character of the 
moulded ‘sills, but the onus of examining this 
on the site rests with the estimator, 

SURVEYOR. 
Sm,—The fact that the usual “visit the 
site’’ clause was included in the specification, 
and that the site was visited, would preclude 
“A. &. B.” from now saying that he cannot 
supply the sill brick ‘‘as existing.”’ It is 
immaterial that no mention was made of the 
necessity of making a special die or mould 
for the sill brick. This is a question of con- 
tract and the sill brick under the contract was 
to be “‘as existing’ and at whatever cost to 
the* contractor, t.e., if it is possible of per- 
formance. ‘“‘ A. 8. B.’’ should put the whole 
case before the architect with the view -to 

an amicable settlement of the difficulty.

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THE BUILDING TRADES EXHIBITION 


THE CITY OF THE FUTURE. 

Tue last of the series of popular lectures 
given in connection with the Building Exhi- 
bition was delivered by Mr. R. A. Duncan, 
A.R.I.B.A., whose subject was ‘‘ The City 
of the Future.’”’ He illustrated it with a 
number of lantern slides, which showed 
cities of the past and present, and made con- 
jectures as to the future. The grid-iron 
plan for a town, he said, was not suited for 
motor traffic; some. American cities had 
sought a way out of this difficulty by for- 
bidding private motor cars to come into the 
business centre. In Philadelphia and 
Chicago great parkways had been planned 
to deal with the traffic problem. Radio 
City, New York, had _ been definitely 
planned, and would have been built, but for 
the crisis. When built it would consist of 
a group of skyscrapers covering a sector of 
the city. Le Corbusier, Sauvage, Lloyd 
Wright and others had conjectured as to the 
future. One of these imagined a city con- 
sisting of gigantic needles, the intervening 
space laid out as roads, parks, gardens, etc. 
Another imagined flats arranged in a huge 
pyramid, of which the interior space was 
planned as a great hall. 

An alternative possibility _of future 
development was that of decentralisation. 
By this scheme London, for example, would 
be reduced in size and _ surrounded by 
satellite towns. The difficulty of this plan 
was that it did not allow sufficient concen- 
tration, and that if the town population of 
England was spread out as proposed, there 
would be very little country left. 

One change that was taking place, and 
would continue, was that of making build- 
ings less permanent. This was partly 
because of the change in method and 
materials, and partly because a long life for 
a building was not required. The life of a 
New York skyscraper was about thirty 
years, but in that time it had paid for itself 
three or four times over. It would be pos- 
sible to have buildings erected under a 
licence requiring them to be pulled down 
after twenty or thirty years, and if such 
pulling down and reconstruction was the rule 
it would check the degeneration of property 
into slums. 


HOW A BUILDING GOES UP. 

A popular lecture was given on Saturday 
in the Minor Hall at Olympia, entitled ‘‘ How 
a Building Goes Up,”’ the lecturer being Mr. 
G. W. Harris (ex-President of the Incor- 
porated Clerks of Works Association of Great 
Britain), The lecture was followed by a film

entitled ‘‘ Euston House,’’ and the chair was 
taken by Mr. W. H. Hamlyn, A.R.I.B.A. 
Nearly 1,500 persons were present. 

The lecture, said the speaker, was not 
concerned with the question of design, but 
having once plotted in his mind, the archi- 
tect would produce a lay-out and perspective 
drawing, submit a preliminary drawing or 
two to his clients, and probably a coloured 
drawing also after approval, but many new 
drawings might be required until approval 
had been reached; he then set to work to 
produce some sectional details of his proposi- 
tion, He would now start to consider 
seriously the material he would use, brick, 
stone, etc., and prepare a model of his pro- 
ject. He would then, in the case of a steel- 
framed building, call in a consulting engineer, 
who would in turn make drawings in con- 
junction with him as to the proper disposi- 
tion of steel, which in modern construction 
was the wherewithal to hang the architect’s 
design upon. 

The modern mammoth building was a mass 
of steel; hundreds of tons were buried in the 
foundations in the form of grillages, etc., 
and so the architect invited very many 
specialist sub-contractors to arrange for and 
give provision for their requirements. All 
that was incorporated in the drawings. 
Twelve months might be required to get all 
in order. They now went to the quantity sur- 
veyors, who in turn formed the specifications 
of each and every respective trade and bill 
of quantities. Those in turn. went to con- 
tractors who estimated and priced for the 
proposed building, noted all ‘special conditions 
and were usually asked: ‘‘ How long will 
you, if accepted, take to erect and hand to 
the clients as a going concern?’ The 
tenders were all returned to the architect 
and were opened by him on some specific 
date, and the contractors who had tendered 
would be informed if they had been fortu- 
nate enough to get the contract, or as the 
case might be. The tenders were usually re- 
viewed. by the clients, who in turn decided 
who should have the contract, not necessarily 
the lowest, because the question of time for 
erection was one of importance. The day of 
signing the contract arrived, after which the 
builders and the clerk of works were intro- 
duced, They represented a body who would 
turn words into deeds. 

The lecturer then described, step by step, 
the processes undertaken in the erection of the 
building, from excavation work and _ site 
clearance onwards. The stage of clothing the 
face of the building with a material—in this 


case faience—was arrived at. After that, to 
help progress and keep with the time 
schedule, steel staircases were being erected; 
they were splendid things; they gave access 
to each floor and helped progress consider- 
ably. ‘The main staircases were built on the 
reinforced concrete system, and not by any 
means fast enough, for the job was to be 
completed in 11 months. The conferences 
were now getting longer and larger; some- 
times 30 or 40 representatives appeared at a 
time. Cards were put on the table, and it 
was surprising the state of some of the hands 
that turned up. A hundred and one things 
were unravelled at each meeting. During all 
this the quantity surveyor was making notes 
of work done, the contractors being entitled 
to a draw of 80 per cent. as the job pro- 
ceeded. One could not get progress without 
casn, 

The close now began to approach. The 
floor spaces were divided up and partitions 
were erected, built up with all the sound- 
proofing devices known to science. The prin- 
cipal rooms had ornate fittings in stainless 
steel and bronze. The walls of the rooms 
were covered with wonderful veneers with 
the furniture to match. The electric fittings 
went to make the place like Aladdin’s palace. 
The lifts, which were all automatic, ran at 
the rate of 450 ft. per minute, some of which 
were express. The doors and interiors were 
aglow. with fine enamels and stainless steel. 
And so, in the short space of 11 months a 
building of mammoth dimensions was seen. 
That was ‘‘ How a Building Goes Up.” 

The lecture terminated with a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, proposed by Mr. 
Justus Eck, M.A., M.I.E.E., and seconded 
by Mr. Stuart Mallison. 


PUBLIC UTILITY SOCIETIES AND 
HOUSING. 


By invitation of the Garden Cities and 
Town Planning Association, representatives of 
about fifty public utility societies assembled at 
Olympia last Friday, September 21. Dr.’ N 
Macfadyen (chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the G.C. and T.P.A.). presided. The 
morning was devoted to an informal discus- 
sion of the new Housing Bill and what the 
Government could do for public utility socie- 
ties, while in the afternoon the conference con- 
sidered proposals for a National Federation of 
Public Utility Societies, 

At the morning session a paper contributed 
by Dr. H. A. Mess (Newcastle-on-Tyne Hous- 
ing Improvement Trust, Ltd.) was read by 
Alderman A. T. Pike (secretary of the Garden 
Cities Association). In his paper Dr. Mess

said there seemed to be general agreement 
that the owner or tenant in chief of a house, 
turned for the first time to multiple family 
use, should be under statutory obligation to 
notify the public authority, who could then 
see that the teaement by-laws were enforced 
and could adjust the rateable value. A much 
bigger question than this was -how public 
utility societies could be given the status, 
prestage and resources they needed. At pre- 
sent such societies could command a certain 
amount of capital on advantageous terms and 
a good deal of disinterested service. They had 
proved themselves competent and flexible in- 
struments, but to affect the housing situation 
seriously they must work on a much larger 
scale and be supported by bodies with strong 
statutory powers. Three main lines of policy 
seemed to be advocated. The first was the 
federation of public utility societies, the 
second was that the Government should give 
the local authorities additional powers to help 
the public utility societies, and the third was 
to ask for the formation of a National Housing 
Board. Such a body, Government-constituted 
and with statutory powers, would review the 
whole field of housing and make it clear that 
public utility societies were among the instru- 
ments relied upon by the Government for 
carrying out its housing policy. It could 
stimulate the formation of public utility 
societies in the smaller towns and other areas 
overwhelmingly working class in population 
but where public utility societies were not 
likely to come into existence spontaneously. 
It could raise or. supervise the raising of 
capital on a national or regional basis, so that 
there would be money available for poorer 
areas, and by scratinising public utility society 
accounts, especially their sinking funds, it 
could guarantee their reliability and encourage 
investment in their stock. 

Considering in what spheres of housing 
public utility societies functioned best, the 
lecturer said they had a special value in the 
promotion of garden cities and garden 
suburbs. Of these there had been compara- 
tively few in uorth-east England. Another 
direction was the building of blocks of flats, 
a third was reconditioning—in which matter 
they had been very successful—and a fourth 
was the owning and management of working- 
class property. It was essential that the 
Government should make it clear that it 
regarded public utility societies as an essen- 
tial instrument of its housing policy. 

Sir Reginald Rowe (chairman, Improved 
Tenements Association) said the Ministry of 
Health had been able to provide a large num- 
ber of good dwellings for the upper poor 
class, and to destroy hovels at-about the rate 
that new hovels were created. It had made 
clear the real slum problem, which was to 
rehouse decently the poorest section of the 
community—the people who could not pay 
rents that would provide interest on the 
capital required by commercial building. If 
housing societies were given by the Govern- 
ment adequate recognition and financial sup- 
port they could increase their work a 
thousandfold. : 

Other speakers followed. No resolution 
was put to the meeting in connection with 
this discussion. 


The Afternoon’s Proceedings. 

In the afternoon the conference had before 
it the proposal to form a National Federa- 
tion of Public Utility Societies. Alderman 
Pike said that at present there were about 
192 effective and active housing societies. 
Excluding about 12,000 houses provided by 
colliery companies, who had formed public 
utility societies for their workpeople, some- 
where about 11,000 houses had been built by 
societies and about 2,000 reconditioned. 
‘This represented a tremendous amount of 
voluntary service. Two factors had caused 
difficulty and delay: these were the raising 
of capital and lack of experience. Practic- 
ally all the societies had registered under the 
model rules provided by the Garden Cities 
Association. and this association had acted as 
the national committee of public utility 
societies. These stood in a unique position 
to-day. They had the support of all par- 
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ties, they could call upon the latent resources 
of private individuals, they had the support 
of the churches, rotary clubs and national 
organisations. Their aim was good housing at 
the lowest rents possible and at the lowest 
level of profits. The potentialities of the 
societies were considerable, and the time had 
undoubtedly come when their co-ordination 
on a national basis was essential to their 
future progress. There would be nothing 
antagonistic to local authorities in the set- 
ting up of the Federation, and their powers 
would be in no way diminished. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted : 
‘That a Federation of housing societies be 
formed and a provisional committee be 
appointed to draft a constitution for submis- 
sion to all societies and further consideration 
at a subsequent conference.’’ 

After this a provisional committee consist- 
ing of about a dozen members was appointed. 


GARDEN DESIGN. 

On Thursday evening, September 20, Mr. 
G. <A. Jellicoe, A.R.I.B.A., delivered an 
address on ‘‘ Modern Gardens,”’ illustrated by 
lantern slides showing the transition from the 
formal gardens of the seventeenth century to 
a more natural mode, and on to the gardens 
of the present day. These included roof gar- 
dens and communal gardens. <A garden, said 
the lecturer, was for delight. It should pro- 
vide a gradual transition from house to 
Nature, the most formal part being close to 
the house. However beautiful might be a 
landscape, it should not be relied on alone 
to make a house attractive; there should be 
an enclosed garden giving an alternative 
view. To get the best results house and 
garden should be designed at the same time. 
Of small gardens, the lecturer said that no- 
where was greater attention given to them 
than in this jountry. Garden cities and 
housing schemes had brought communal gar- 
dens, the front of a row of houses being some- 
times treated as one garden. The flat roofs 
of tall blocks of tenements were sometimes 
developed as roof gardens. 


LONDON MASTER BUILDERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 

At the Building Trades Exhibitiun on 
Wednesday week last, a reception was held 
in the Addison Rooms, Olympia, by the 
President of the L.M.B.A., Mr. F. W. Strat- 
ton, and Mrs. Stratton. The first to be 
received was the Acting Lord Mayor, Sir 
Vansittart Bowater, and the Lady Mayoress, 
who had made a preliminary tour of the ex- 
hibition under the guidance of Mr. H. 
Greville Montgomery. Sir George and Lady 
Broadbridge were also among the party. Sir 
Vansittart Bowater expressed the pleasure the 
exhibition had given him, with its numerous 
modern inventions, and congratulated the 
promoters on what he considered a very fine 
exhibition. 

During the proceedings a telegram was sent 
to the Lord Mayor, Sir Charles Collett, wish- 
ing him a speedy recovery. 

A large number of prominent personalities 
in the building industry were present. 


SOUTHERN COUNTIES FEDERATION. 

On the occasion of a visit to the Exhibition 
of a party of members of the Southern 
Counties Federation of Building Trades 
Employers on Thursday, September 20, the 
opportunity was taken of arranging for an 
address by Mr. E. H. B. Boulton, M.C., 
M.A. (manager of the Timber Development 
Association, and Lecturer in Forestry at Cam- 
bridge) entitled “‘ Timber and the Building 
Industry To-day.” In the unavoidable 
absence of the President (Colonel R. J. Cox), 
Mr. H. Hinkins, A.M.I.8.E. (Senior Vice- 
President), took the chair. 

Mr. Boulton gave a concise description of 
the growing of commercial timber. He 
showed how the differing qualities and 
structures of woods was due to climatic 
reasons, the size of the forest and the 
snethods of forestry used. He gave some 
very interesting notes on the chief types of 
timber in use, recalling their different 
attributes and mentioning substitutes which 
have become commercially possible. He 
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then stressed the’ work being done by the 
Building Research Station for the collection 
of scientific data on timber, and mentioned 
the nature of the experiments being. carried 
out there. 

A discussion followed, and the proceedings 
terminated with a vote of thanks to the 
lecturer. 

The party assembled were the guests of 
the exhibition management (at their kind 
invitation) to tea. Prior to the lecture Mr. 
H. Greville Montgomery had entertained ‘the 
officers to luncheon. 


EXHIBITS. 


Research Into Slum Clearance. 

AN interesting section of the ‘‘ New Homes 
for Old” exhibit in the gallery was that 
arranged by the Mars (Modern Architectural 
Research) Group. This group, consisting of 
architects and technicians, aims at a scientific 
and architectural solution of social and 
economic problems. Their exhibit at Olympia 
showed the first) stage of an analysis of the 
problem of slum clearance. London has been 
chosen for general analysis, and the borough 
of Bethnal Green for detailed dissection. 
There is also a diagrammatic programme 
showing future ‘‘ Mars ’’ work on the tech- 
nique of urban planning. 

The slum clearance part commences with a 
graphical representation of the chaos which 
is modern London. A_ key-map follows, 
showing the relation of the Borough of Beth. 
nal Green to the general circulation diagrams 
of the Metropolis. A detailed analysis of the 
borough .is shown diagrammatically under 
three heads : (1) Density ; (2) Circulation; (3) 
Surface Utilisation. 

As stated, this is only the first step in an 
investigation which is being continued. It 
shows, however, the value of analytical work 
in grasping the essentials of a slum area, and 
the exhibit was examined with careful atten- 
tion by many architects and housing authori- 
ties concerned with the problem in hand. 
Further stages, as published, will be noted 
with great interest. 


Bi-synchronous Clock System. 

An. ingenious development of the A.C. 
mains-controlled clock has just been produced 
by Messrs. Smith’s English Clocks, | Ltd.; 
who showed them at the Building Exhibition. 
This ‘‘ bi-synchronous ”’ clock is driven by 
half-minute impulses from the A.C. mains, 
and controls any number of “slave” dials 
throughout the building. These subsidiary 
dials are operated as regards motive power 
by a trickle-fed accumulator. Should there 
be any failure of the current, a_ self- 
operated change-over switch brings into 
action a battery supply of current and 
a vibrating reed which maintains its 
oscillations at the same frequency as the time- 
controlled A.C. mains current. The master 
clock is, therefore, undisturbed by a mains 
breakdown; the subsidiary dials continue in 
active, accurate operation; and the whole 
system works throughout normal and abnor- 
mal conditions with absolute precision. This 
ingenious system, which ensures correct time 
perpetually, has been installed in the new 
R.LB.A. building and also in the Government 
Buildings, Pretoria, South Africa. 

Sound Resisting Materials. 

An interesting exhibit which. created con- 
siderable attention was that of Messrs. Honey- 
will and Stein, Ltd. This stand was con- 
structed specially to show the merits of 
‘‘Gyproc’’ plaster board, ‘‘ Heraklith ”’ 
acoustic board, and a variety of acoustic 
plasters. ‘‘ Gyproc’’ plaster board has been 
used to a considerable extent for out-buildings 
and structures of that type. It is nailed on 
to timber studding. ‘‘ Heraklith” is of 
various types. It is both sound- and, to a con- 
siderable extent, fire-resistant, and has, in 
fact, been used for the external facing of 
hotels, factories, flats, etc., on the Continent. 
The acoustic plasters shown are ‘‘ Dekoosto ”’ 
and “ Zono,” both of a type calculated to 
reduce sound reverberation to a minimum.

MORE ESSAYS ON BUILDING SUBJECTS—XiIll. 


By J. R. TAYLOR. 


DETAILING FOR ECONOMY.—VI. 


Ir has occasionally been said that we build 
too well, with the result that our buildings 
are uneconomical in that they must be pulled 
down long before they are worn out. Had 
we always taken that view, and never striven 
to build lastingly, building would have been 
a dreary business for the craftsman, and we 
should have lost much, At all events we can- 
uot at the present time be accused of putting 
up too many domestic buildings in such an 
excellent manner that they will seriously tax 
the powers of the house-breaker when the 
time comes for their removal. But it may be 
that nt the time town planning has hein 
everywhere adopted, we shall have learned 
how to link up the unemployed man with 
the unused material in such a way that con- 
siderations of finance will not hinder us from 
making the best possible use of both. We 
shall then build lastingly because we shall 
build beautifully. 

Our present concern here is with the little 
things which, if well done, contribute to the 
quality of domestic building. It is much 
more important that an eaves gutter should 
be of good quality, ample capacity and be 
properly fixed, than that the brackets which 
carry it should have scrolled ends. It has 
been said before, but it will bear repeating, 
that cast-iron eaves gutters usually rust away 
more quickly at the back than at: the front. 
‘Yo a large extent, this is: due to poor de- 
tailing. If a pattern be chosen and a gutter 
so fixed that the painter cannot reach’ part 
of it for periodical repainting, the life of the 
guttering will be much shorter than that of 
the average roof covering. For that reason 
the writer prefers the half-round pattern in 
heavy metal that has solidly beaded edges, 
carried on. brackets that hold the back edge 
« little away from the fascia when such is 
used, or away from rafter feet when it is not. 
A bracket that ‘fits snugly up to both beads 
prevents the guttering ‘turning when snow 
slides from a pitched roof (see sketch). When 
it is so fixed, the painter can reach nearly the 
whole surface of the guttering, his greatest 
difficulty being that of the overhang of ‘the 
slates or tiles. The width of the gutter 
allows him to use a sponge that will answer 
the purpose. When specifying the repaint- 
ing of gutters, a demand that the insides shall 
be painted white will usually ensure that the 
work is properly cleaned before the paint is 
applied. 


Cast-Iron Guttering. 

When cast-iron guttering is used the worst 
form of detailing is that which makes a 
moulded gutter into the top member of a 
built-up cornice. In course of time leakage 
takes place either through the joints or over 
rusted backs. For such purposes. it is 
generally guttering with inside sockets that 
is chosen, and these tend to hold back and 
collect dirt washed from the roof surface. 
A little wet dirt in the sole of a gutter that 
is not washed out during heavy rain because 
of the upstanding joints, cakes hard in dry 
weather and thickens as the result of small 
additions brought down by showers. A great 
deal of damage is often done before the 
builder is called in to put matters right. 
But if eaves are given ample projection, and 
« half-round gutter is mounted as shown in 
the sketch, the guttering, if cleaned out and 
repainted at reasonable intervals, should last 
as long as the roof covering, : 

When guttering is ordered, a point should 
always be made of stating the diameter of 
the ‘outlets. If this is not done it will 
usually be found that they taper ‘rapidly so 
that they will fit.into the sockets of 2) in. 
pipe or even pipes of less bore. This was 
pointed out in these pages several years 
ago, and it is noted that certain manufac- 
turers are now forming better outlets, and 
letting it be known, which is all to the 
good. There is, however, for the builder 


who carries out repairs, another matter that 
causes loss and trouble, and puts the 
customer to expense. Though nominally of 
the same bore, some makers’ pipes will not 
enter other makers’ sockets, unless filed and 
driven. This leads to bad work, for if the 
socket is not split when the slightly larger 
pipe is forced in, there is no room left for 
caulking, and in frosty weather a little 
water turned to ice will cause a fracture. 
A builder should not, of course, use the pipe 
in this manner, but the alternative for him 
may involve delay, an order placed involving 
special carriage and the cost of a special 
journey out to the job. In such cases the 
builder cannot always expect to recover the 
actual cost of the work, to say nothing of 
making a profit on it. Unfortunately, it is 
generally the better quality pipes coming 
originally from specified sources that will 
not-enter the collars of pipes more generally 
stocked; and consequently it is the better- 
class building that is so often found to be 
botched by repair work of poor quality. 
Country churches in particular suffer in this 
way; and much repair work is done in a 
manner that is a disgrace to all concerned. 
Eaves. : 

In the early days of ‘ council-housing ”’ 
architects were called upon to provide 
typical plans for the guidance of the 

















authorities. One of the most noticeable of 
the beneficial results: was that in most cases 
eaves were given ample projection. But 
projecting eaves cost money, and they are 
again gradually receding, until, if an effec- 
tive protest is not made, we shall once 
again have the cast-iron eaves gutter sitting 
on the wall, and pretending to be a cornice. 
On nothing in building work can money be 
spent to better advantage than on project- 
ing eaves, for the protection they afford to 
the work below is of great value. Houses 
that have hipped roofs with projecting eaves 
to all external walls suffer much less from 
damp penetration than do others built of 
similar material but deprived of this pro- 
tection. Bedroom windows under the eaves 
are so well protected that they can be left 
open on the sheltered sides, and on the un- 
sheltered sides also if the rain be not driven 
before a high wind. 

The main point to be decided after that of 
projection is whether the eaves shall be of the 
open or closed type. At one time a lathed 
and plastered soffit was much used, but it had 
little to recommend it, for decay set in too 
early. Some old buildings have the eaves 
closed with York stone flags built into the 
walls, and dependent for maintained position 
on the weight of the work over them. In 
one case examined these flags carry a second 
wall plate taking the ends of sprocket pieces 
used to form a bell-mouthed eaves; and as 
they have stood for over a hundred years 
without repair, they have justified their 
original cost. But for ordinary domestic work 
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a cheaper form of construction has now 
usually to be employed, and the choice gener- 
ally lies between match-boarding and asbestos 
cement sheeting. A bold bell-mouth at the 
eaves looks well on some buildings, but as 
usually executed it is not an altogether logical 
form of construction, Appearances apart, 
the pitch of a roof should be determined by 
the covering to be used; in other words, plain 
tiles at, say, 24in. lap require to be more 
steeply pitched than slating at 34 in. lap. 
But if tile or slate were both given the same 
amount of lap, the tiles would still require a 
steeper pitch, because they are usually more 
porous than slates. If, then, the main rafters 
are set up at the lowest pitch that can 
prudently be used, it cannot be sound practice 
to reduce that pitch without increasing the 
lap. Yet this is a matter that is frequently 
neglected when bell-mouthed eaves are 
formed, with the result that decay takes 
place at this point much earlier than else- 
where. Another trouble is. that snow, -which 
as soon as a thaw sets in would slide off from 
the main portion of the roof, tends to check 
and pile up at the bell-mouth, which is ob- 
viously undesirable. If the good appearance 
of bell-mouthed eaves is much desired, it is 
preferable to have the rafter feet exposed, 
and board and felt counter-lath and lath to 
a little beyond the point at which the change 
of pitch takes place. 


Waste of Roof Space. 


In the majority of small houses great waste 
is involved in the roof space. Usnally this 
houses only the cold water-storage tank, which 
is often allowed to become intolerably dirty. 
It is the comparative waste of this space that 
strengthens the arguments of those who prefer 
flat roofs. An analysis‘of costs shows that 
what is known as the semi-bungalow type of 
building provides the greatest amount of 
accommodation at the lowest cost. In essen- 
tials, the old country cottages with the bed- 
rooms in the roofs are semi-bungalows; and 
if the roofs were stwipped and ‘recovered with 
pink asbestos slates we should find that it 
is not bungalows that we object to, but harsh: 
colouring and hard line. 

It makes for real economy to board-and-felt 
a roof in preparation for slate or tile or other 
covering. The reduction in . heating costs 
would of itself pay some interest on the addi- 
tional cost, and better use of the roof space 
make it a profitable investment. The writer 
does not favour weather-boarding laid in 
reverse as an underlay for tiles, for if water 
in. small quantity finds a way. in, it cannot 
escape down to the eaves gutter, as it will 
when a boarded and felted roof is battened 
and counter-battened. In passing, it may be 
said that a boarded roof may have rafters 
spaced a little more widely apart than is 
usual in open construction. In 1920 an 
American Army hospital hut was re-erected 
in an exposed position, and slating was 
added without any increase of timber other 
than battening. The rafters are some two 
feet apart, but additional weight has not yet 
caused any appreciable sag. 

Average quality terra-cotta crested ridge 
tiling is. uneconomical. Under continued ex- 
posure the cresting breaks away in places 
and becomes very unsightly. Doubtless if 
each tile were subjected to a minute inspec- 
tion before fixing, the cresting would last 
for a longer time. But the crest affords 
purchase to high wind, and in exposed situa- 
tions the ridge tiles are frequently overturned 
in circumstances where an ordinary half- 
round ridge tile would be unaffected. 
Crested ridging has the further disadvantage 
of making roof repairs a little more difficult, 
and consequently a little more costly. A 
duck-board cannot be slung to the ridge in 
the usual manner.

SOUND-PROOFING 


A PROBLEM arose recently which presented 
a very stringent problem of modern sound- 
proofing construction, The Shell Marketing 
Co. wished to include in Shell-Mex Building 
a theatre for reviewing staff educational films 
As the area selected for the theatre was 
bounded by ordinary office space on three 
sides and also above and below, and the in- 
tensity of sound generated by modern ampli- 
fiers and projected by loud-speakers is com- 
parable with that of a large orchestra, it was 
necessary to insulate this area completely. 
Among the points requiring attention were 
the ventilating shafts, the grilles of which 
were protec by acoustic baffles. 


Treatment of Partitions and Floors. 

The construction adopted for the partitions 
was a double wall of hollow tile, with 1} in. 
ait space and no ties. Doors were of heavy 
construction sealed on all edges. The floors 
in the building generally are of hollow tile 
construction, and this particular floor was 
finished with 35 in. of pumice concrete. In 
the ordinary way footsteps could be distinctly 
heard through this floor. The method of 
treating the floor and ceiling above was as 
follows : The floor above, forming the ceiling 
of the theatre, could not be toucned, so that 
soundproofing of the ceiling had to be done 
from below. Wood joists were put in to span 
from beam to beam, leaving an air space of 
ahout 8 in. between them and the soffit of 
the floor. Rock wool blanket was laid over 
the top of the joists and building board used 
as the interior fimsh. All the joints were 
well sealed. As for the floor, after tests 
were carried out on the pumice concrete, the 
latter was removed from the surface of the 
concrete floor, leaving the 3} in. space for 
soundproofing. The patent “Cullum ”’ sound- 
proofing system (known as the C.S.S.) has 
suitable insulating value. The standard 


thickness of this floating floor is 33 in., in- 
cluding 1 in. thick floor boards and 2 in. 


wood battens. It was reduced in thickness 
to 34 in., and installed over the whole of 
the theatre and projector room floors (see 
illustration). In this way the levels remaiu 
unchanged. 


Insulation Tests. 

Tests were carried out with tie volume 
control set to the loudest ever used. No 
sound at all could be heard either upward or 
downwards through the floors. Through the 
double partition only the slightest trace could 
be detected. The weakest point appeared to 
be the doors, but although some sound 
penetrated through them to the corridor, it 
was insufficient to cause any annoyance and 
was usually masked by background noises. 
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BOOK REVIEW 


The Law of Housing in Scotland. By Sir 
W. E. Whyte, O.B.E., Solicitor, and 
Witt1am Gorpon, Solicitor, Town Clerk’s 
Office, Glasgow. Edinburgh and Glasgow : 
William Hodge & Co., Ltd. 1934. Price 
42s. net. 

Sir W. E. Whyte is an experienced author 
on works relating to housing and town plan- 
ning in Scotland, as in 1919, in collaboration 
with Mr. T. M. Cooper, he produced a work 
on these subjects, and after the Act of 1925 
was passed, in collaboration with Mr. Boyd 
Berry, he issued a new volume. In the 
present work it is explained in the preface 
that, in view of the very considerable changes 
brought about by the passing of the Act of 
1930, and the number of cases that have 
arisen in the sphere: of the housing of the 
working classes since 1926, the present 
authors have felt justified in presenting a 
new volume, bringing the law of Housing 
in Scotland up to the present date. In this 
volume town planning is not included as, 
since the passing of the Town and Country 
Planning (Scotland) Act, 1932, the authors 
consider that it is more fitted to be dealt with 
in a separate volume. There is an interesting 
introductory chapter, which deals with hous- 
ing legislation from 1846 to 1933, which 
brings the introduction of Cooper and 
Whyte’s ‘‘ Law of Housing and Town Plan- 
ning, 1920,’ up to date, and it is to be noted 
that public opinion relied upon private enter- 
prise on this question until 1896—then local 
authorities were made _ responsible for 
nuisances; but it was 1866 before Govern- 
ment admitted a limited duty to lend financial 
assistance. In 1867 a comprehensive measure 
dealing with many aspects of public health 
was passed, followed in 1868 by an Artisans 
and Labourers Dwelling Act, but applying 
only to burghs and police burghs. In 1875 
an Act similarly entitled applied to Royal and 
Parliamentary burghs introducing improve- 
ment schemes, and in 1882 the principle of 
betterment was recognised in connection with 
an Act as to artisans’ dwellings. 

The work appears very well arranged and 
adapted to give every assistance to the 
reader. It commences with a table of con- 
tents, a table of cases, and a table of statutes, 
and the text of the Housing Acts from 1919 
to 1933 are given, in the case of the earlier 
Acts only sections which may be found 
material being included. The text of the 
statutes is profusely annotated, and in the 
appendix the material circulars, memoranda, 
orders, etc., are given. There is a special 
section relating to the acquisition of land 
under the Housing Acts, and the Acquisition 
of Land (Assessment of Compensation) Act, 
1919, and the necessary Acts are also given.

CLARKSTON.—Snroprs.—Plans have. been 
prepared for a suite of shops and other offices 
at Busby-road. The architect is Mr. Andrew 
Mickle, 65, Bath-street, Glasgow. 

COATBRIDGE.—Housina.—At the meet- 
ing of the Town Council, Bailie Kirk, con- 
vener of the Housing Committee, reported 
that arrangements had been completed for 
172 houses in Henderson-street, 62 at Gart- 
sherrie, and 106 at Clifton-hill. 

DUMBARTON.—CuHapet.—At the Dean of 
Guild Court plans were presented on behalf 
of the Archdiocese of Glasgow for extensive 
additions to Notre Dame School, Clerkhill, 
Dumbarton. The plans, which are by Mr. 
R. Fairlie, of Edinburgh, are for the erection 
of a chapel, and a new wing to the existing 
buildings. 

DUMBARTON.—Butpine.—The E.C. are 
making progress in the question of school 
accommodation. Our Holy Redeemer’s 
School, Clydebank, is to have extensive altera- 
tions and additions. The Property Committee 
of the Council have passed plans for addi- 
tions to Twechar public school at £9,000. 

DUNDEE. — Hovstnc.— The T.C. has 
approved the Housing Committee’s recommen- 
dation to purchase from Jute Industries, Ltd., 
the estate of Beechwood, Lochee, at a tota' 
cost of £7,500, for housing purposes. 

EDINBURGH.—Hospirat.—A proposal for 
the erection of a new munic:pal hospital is to 
be put before the T.C. by Dr. Guy, the 
Medical Officer of Health, in order to over- 
come the shortage of accommodation in city 
hospitals. The estimated cost is £750,000. 

FIFE.—Hovuses.—The C.C. is to proceed 
with 168 houses at McDuff, East Wemyss, 
and 16 houses at Cross-roads, Methil. 

GLASGOW .—ExtTENsIon.—The directors of 
the United Co-operative Baking Society, 
Glasgow, have decided upon an extension 
scheme at their premises in McNeil-street. 
They are to erect a new factory at £76,000. 


HAMILTON.—Tenements.—The Dean of 
Guild Court has approved a petition by Mr 
Daniel Rafferty, contractor, M‘Ghie-street. 
for permission to erect a tenement block of 
houses at Leechlee-street. The houses wil! 
be of two apartments, bathroom and scullery, 
and cost £175 each.

H. Thomson and Co., to 
submit a lay-out plan for a further housing 
scheme on the portion of Rocky Park, re- 
cently purchased by the Council. 

— The Miners 
Welfare Society has decided to proceed with 
a scheme of extensions and improvements to 
their premises. 
STRANRAER.—ReEcons@RucTION, — Plans 
have been passed by the Dean of Guild Court 
for the enlargement and reconstruction of the 
premises of the Galloway Creamery, which 
have been acquired by the Scottish Milk 
Marketing Board. The estimated cost is 
£10,000. 


GOVERNMENT’S HOUSING POLICY 


Dealing with the Government’s pease 
policy, at a Unionist féte in the grounds of 
St. Colme’s House, Aberdour, on Septem- 
ber 18, Sir E. Hilton Young, Minister of 
Health, said decent houses were a first essen- 
tial. A direct attack on slums was being 
organised, and within five years 280,000 slum 
houses would be pulled down and 1} million 
people rehoused. It was the Govern- 
ment’s policy to encourage private build- 
ing enterprise, and, to enable this to be 
done, it was necessary to relieve private enter- 
prise of the competition of subsidised build- 
ing of houses that could now be built with- 
out subsidy. There had been a boom in 
house-building by private enterprise, and the 
building by it of 240,000 houses during the 
past twelve months was an absolute record. 

Referring to overcrowding, he said that, 
before long, legislation wou d be introduced 
which would lay down a principle as regards 
national housing that was wholly new. It 
would establish a standard of accommodation 
as regards the wage-earner’s house; it would 
say how many people each should house, and, 
subject to the safeguards necessary to pre- 
vent hardship in the early stages, make it 
illegal to overcrowd houses in excess of that 
standard. It would require local authorities 
to provide additional accommodation which 
was necessary to enable that standard to be 
enforced, and it would provide financial help 
where, owing to the circumstances of the case, 
the accommodation required could not be pro- 
vided on an economic basis at reasonable 
rents. The position of the agricultural 
worker would not be forgotten. To carry 
out these principles effectively the country 
must be prepared in large measure to re- 
develop and rebuild the badly planned, badly 
built, out-of-date areas of wage-earners’ 
dwellings in the towns. It was an enormous 
task, but not too great for our country.

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must be protected against unexpected 
outbreaks of fire which in an old- 
fashioned building with wood _ floors 
might well be followed with disastrous 
results to life and property. In a modern 
reinforced concrete building which has 
been properly constructed of suitable 
aggregates, the effect of such outbreaks 
is localised and little or no material 
damage results to the structure itself. 

Not only the fire-resisting qualities, 
but also the sound-proofing properties 
of reinforced concrete make it specially 
suitable for shop construction. Noise 
surrounds us on all sides and above our 
heads and its reduction, if not its complete 
elimination, is a well-worth-while task 
for the best brains of our scientists. In 
a modern store, ideal conditions for 
purchaser are peace and quiet, a pleasant 
temperature, and a plentiful supply of 
pure air without undue draught. 

Much can be done in reducing the 
noise in a crowded store by suitable 
floor and wall covering to cause the 
minimum of reflected sound. For the 
ceiling an ideal is a slab which is neither 
a sound reflector nor sound transmittor 
and for this purpose a suspended plastered 
ceiling is the nearest approach to this ideal. A Truscon 
floor in which the ceiling is attached to the bottom of 
the ribs, with large air spaces between the floor slab and 
the ceiling, is usually sufficiently soundproof, but in 
special cases the ceiling slab may consist of pumice con- 
crete above Hy-Rib “key-mesh” reinforcement which 
forms an excellent “key ” for the plaster finish. 

This ceiling may be either directly attached to the ribs 
or hung a considerable distance below them; in the 
latter case ventilating ducts of large dimensions can be 
conveniently and inconspicuously housed. Another ad- 
vantage of the space between the ribs of the Truscon floor 
is the ease with which electric conduits for light, power 
and telephonic communication, and Lamson tubes 
can be accommodated between floor slab and ceiling.

racquets are favourite homes of the 
Lyctus and sports goods manufac- 
turers lose heavily every year on 
account of its ravages.
